JAPAN. 


YOKOHAMA. 
Our latest advices from this port extend to the 7th July: tha 


French mail, with London dates to the 10th May, arrived out on 
27th June, and the following P. and O. mail of May 17 on the Ist 
July. The following‘ items of news are from the Japan Mail 
and Japan Herald :— 


On the morning of the 28th June the Mikado left the castle of 
Yedo to embark on board the flagship of the Japanese Admiral, 
being conveyed on board in a small steam vessel provided for the 
purpose. Owing to the early hour of his departure, which the 
state of the tide necessitated, the offered assistance of the Corps 
Diplomatic was excused, and owing to the misty weather but little 
could be seen of the spectacle by the spectators on shore. His 
Majesty was saluted with twenty-one guns by H.M.’s steamer 
Rinaldo, which was “ dressed,” and which had her yards manned 
on the occasion. His Majesty will first put in at the port of Toba, 
in the province of Shima, whence he will visit the Shrines 
called Rié-Daijin-GQ, in the province of Is6. He will 
next call at the island of Oshima, at the southern extremity 
of Kishiu, probably for the purpose of inspecting the light- 
houses, proceeding afterwards to Kidto, by way of Osaka and 
Fushimi ,to pay his respects at the mausoleum of his father, the 
late Emperor Kémei. Re-embarking at Osaka, he will call at the 
port of Kébe, and crossing thence to Tadotsu, in Sanuki, worship 
at the shrine of the god Kotohira. He will then take his way 
through the Inland Sea, passing by the island of Himéshima, off 
the province of Bungo, through the straits of Simonoseki, to 
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Nagasaki, Kumamoto, in Higo, and Kagoshima. On his way back 
to Yedo he will callat Atami, in Idzu, so famous for its hot baths. 
He is expected to be absent about six weeks, and is to be accom. 
panied by Saig6 Kichinoské, the senior Councillor of State, but 
the administration will continue to be carried on without inter- 
ruption from the Castle at Yedo. Sevem or eight vessels of the 
Imperial navy accompany his Majesty. The Thabor left a day or 
two before the squadron, in order to make the necessary prepara- 
tions for the reception of his Majesty at the various ports he will 
touch at. 

A new form of gational religion, on Shinteo principles, has been 
arranged by a committee of the Kiotusho. A newly organised 
body of priests will henceforward give instruction in the articles 
of faith, which are as follows :—Article the firet: Thou shalt 
honour the gods and love thy country. Article the second: Thou 
shalt clearly understand the principles of heaven and the duty of 
man. Article the third: Thou shalt revere the Emperor as thy 
Sovereign and obey the will of his Court. 

The point contended for by Mr. Watson, the British Charge 
@ Affaires—that the Mikado should give audience in the manner 
customary with other Sovereigns, by standing erect, -instead of 
sitting as heretofore—has been conceded, and ‘Mr. Watson has 
accordingly had hisaudience. The Marquis of Blandford, who is 
making a tour, has also been presented to the Mikado. 

The post of Vice-Minister for Foreign Affairs, vacated by Te- 
rashima Munenori, consequent upon his translation to England, 
to fill the post of Ambassador there, has not yet been filled. 
Another officer, who oceupied a high position in the service of the 
Tycoon, when that potentate was in power, has received an ap- 
pointment in Yedo. Okubo Ichioo, lately an officer of the Educa- 
tional Department in Yedo, has been appointed Chiji of the City 
of Yedo. : 

Great preparations are being made by the Government in order 
to have Japan fully represented at the forthcoming Vienna Ex- 
hibition. A commission, composed of the following Japanese 
gentlemen, nominated by the Mikado, is now taking active steps, 
assisted by the European commission for Japan, nominated by 
Mr. Calice, the Austrian Minister. Japanese Commission: Ari- 
sogawa, Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Army ; Okuma, Prime 
Minister ; Shibonsawa, Minister of Finance ; Yamo, Minister of 
Public Works; Sano, Chief Secretary, and Matchida, Inspector of 
Schools. European Commission: President, H. E. Comte Fe 
d’Ostiani ; Vice-President, M. Dohmen, Esq. ; Secretary, M. P. 
Kemperman, Members: Dr. Wagner, Yedo, Professor of 
Mathematics; KK. de Bavier, junr. Esq.; OC. Kramer, Esq., 
Botanist ; and H. de Siebold. 

The railway is now practically nearly completed. Already an 
engine runs at various hours annie the day into Yedo station 
itself, where the buildings are rapidly approaching completioa. 
The bridges and the embankment are all completed. and the work 
appears thoroughly substantial and well finished. Various details 
have, of course, to be completed before the line is actually ready 
for traffic, but we may, at all events, look for its early opening. 
The fares charged by the railway authorities have been consider- 
ably reduced. ‘Ihe change was one much needed, and will, we 
fee] well assured, be thankfully received by those who make fre- 
quent use of the line. 

By a notification recently promulgated it appears that no bul- 
lion will be received at the Mint for coinage from the 15th July 
until further notice, in consequence of the officers of that estab- 
lishment being engaged erecting new machinery and in repairing 
the old. Six sjapaers have been arrested by the Yedo police for 
counterfeiting the silver coins of other countries (we suppose 
American dollars). They had also made a number of imitation 
silver cups and other goods meant to represent articles manufac- 
tured of silver. They have confessed, but state that they have 
isgued very few of the counterfeit coins. 

The time of H.B.M. Supreme Court has lately been taken up 
with trying an action brought by Messrs. Findlay, Richardson 
and Co. against Messrs. Pitman and Co. for breach of contract, 
Gaara being laid at $1,500. Judgment was given in favour of 

aintiffs. 

July 4, the anniversary of the Independence of the United 
States, was kept with all due solemnity. All the American 
houses were closed, and the United States Charge d’ Affaires re- 
ceived his friends at the Legation. At noon the United States 
men-of-war in harbour fired a national salute, and the Benicia, 
which left in the morning, went out fully dressed, from deck to 
masthead. All the vessels in harbour were also dressed in honour 
of the occasion. During the day there was a constant firing of 
oir i and in the evening several American houses were illumi- 
nated. 

The want of an American gaol, which has been so long felt, is 
at last being remedied by the erection of a gaol on the lot in the 
rear of the American Consulate. It was commenced some time 
since, and is only now assuming definite proportions. It will be 
two stories high, and will contain fifteen cells, some eight feet 
high and about nine feet by seven in size. Beside these there 
will be the usual servants’ offices and accommodation for the 
gaoler and post-office clerk. The walls are of stone, and, to all 
appearances, the building wili be both strong and commodious. 

Chang, the Chinese giant, has arrived, and has for some days 
been exhibiting at Kobe, Osaka, and Kioto, the latter place only 
two days, on account of the interference of the authorities. We 
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understand he purposes holding levées here and at Yedo, and then 
proceeding to India. 

Two entertainments have taken place in the Bluff Gardens— 
a flower show and a conjuring féte, the gardens being illuminated 
for the latter. Both the entertainments were successful and well 
attended. A very successful amateur dramatic performance has. . 
been given by the corps to a large house, the pieces performed 
being “ Woodcock’s Little Game,” and “ Two in the Morning.” 

The Zron Duke and the Saamis arrived on the 5th July. 
Salutes were first exchanged between the Colonado and the Iron 
Duke, and she was afterwaeds saluted by the other men-of-war in 
port. 

Several persons have been attacked with choleraic diarrhea in 
Yedo, some dying a few hours after being seized. 


NAGASAKI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 


- Nagasaki, June 28, 1872 (vra San FRANct8¢0), 


Since the date of my last letter the 15th inst., the followin, 
mails have been received here, viz., 26th April, and the 3rd an 
10th ult., the Jast-named yesterday morning, forty-eight days 
from London. The American mail leaving San Francisco on the 
lst of June is not due here until the evening of the 30th idem. 
The Mikado is expected to arrive within a few days, an event so 
important that it is sure to be marked in some manner similar 
to the visit of the Duke of Edinburgh. No steps have been taken 
yet, but it is thought that an illumination will take place. 
The movements of the men-of-war have been the arrival from 
Shanghai, and the departure on a cruize, of H.B.M.S. Jeno ; the 
arrival from Australia of the Russian corvette /samroud, and the 
departure of the Russian gunboat Tunus, for Viadiwostock. The 
only vessels of war remaining in port are the /samroud (Russian), 
and Scorpion (French).* ‘I'he wet season does not come ; up to 
the present time, although we have had wet weather at intervals, 
we have had nothing approaching to the usual quantity of rain. 
To-day is the first threatening one, and it would not surprise me 
to find it is the commencement—it is required by the natives for 
their rice crops. 

The enclosed slip respecting the Oregonian is one published 
by the Vugasaki Express as an extra, and is pretty correct. 

The quotation for nebus is3 per $100. For drafts on London 
the rate is something like 4s. 9d. to 4s. 10d., but nominal quite, 
owing to the absence of any large amount of business doing in 
exports to England. No vessel is loading for London or New 
York. 

ACCIDENT To THH “ OREGONIAN.” 

The P.M.S. Oregonian, Captain Dearborn, while on her passage 
to this port from Yokohama on the 22nd instant, struck about 
noon of that day upon a reef of rocks situated between Yokosima 
and the north end of Hirado, and remained there for about seven 
hours. By throwing overboard about one hundred tons of copper 
and sixty tons of coals she was again floated, and the passengers, 
who had been landed at Yokosima by Japanese junks, were re- 
embarked at eleven p.m. the same night, and the vessel again 
started on her voyage to this place, where she arrived last Sunday 
morning in a leaky condition. The Company’s agent has des- 
patched persons to commence operations of recovering the jettis- 
soned cargo, which has been left in charge of the Japanese pilot 
and one of the Company’s storekeepers. The patent slip here 
appears to be unable to take the Oregonian upon it, and this will 
necessitate her being temporarily repaired to enable her to return 
to Yokohama, to which port we hear she proceeds in order to go 
into dock. Her passengers, treasure, and cargo will be trans- 
ferred to the Costa Rica, expected to arrive here on the evening 
of the 30th instant from Yokohama. 


CHINA.

SHANGHAI. 
The P. and O. mail brings dates to the 30th June, and the 


French mail to July 7. The outward French mail of May 10th 
was received on the 23rd, and the following P. and O. mail of 
May 17th on the 29th June; the French mail of 24th May was 
due the day this mail left. The Couricr contains the following 
items of news :— 


Some little misunderstanding has lately arisen at Tientsin with 
regard to the application of the French Missionaries to be allowed 
to build on the British concession. H.B.M. Consul demanded, as . 
a condition of granting the permission, a guarantee that neither 
Orphanage nor Chinese Hospital should be established within the 
concession. These terms not proving acceptable to the Bishop, 
he declined to give the guarantee, and caused the application to 
be withdrawn. In connection with this affair it igsrumoured that 
on the arrival of the French Minister the ground formerly granted 
to the French as a concession is to be taken possession of and laid 
out, The Priests will be prepared to build if they can find 
tenants.

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the Chinese shows that Prince Kung’s memorial on that subject 
hag, in the interval since its publication in March, filtered down 
through official grades tillit has at length been published by the 
local magistrates of Hankow and its vicinity, for the guidance of 
the people. It would be interesting to know whether a similar 
publication has taken place at a distance from treaty-ports—at 
Nanchang for instance. 

A settlement of the old Nanzing claims has at last been arrived 
at, by negotiation between H.B.M. Acting Consul and the present 
Taoutai. The total amount of the claims originally was, we be- 
lieve, Tls. 23,000 ; Tls. 6,000 of this sum has been already paid ; 
the balance has been compromised for Tls. 10,000; and draw- 
backs to this amount have been handed to Mr. Alabaster. Of 
course, we know the Chinese ought to have paid the full amount, 
and ought to have paid it years ago ; but they never could be per- 
suaded to do so ; and the claim had very nearly come to be looked 
on as hopeless. Jt is creditable to Mr. Alabaster’s diplomacy, and 
to the right-mindedness of the present Taoutai, that a settlement 
has been arrived at, after so many years of failure. 

The 4th July was observed with characteristic enthusiasm by 
the American community, and all over the harbour and at the 
Consulates there were courteous manifestations of sympathy. 
The Alaska, the Palos, the Linois, and the Curlew were resplen- 
dent with flags, as, indeed, were all the merchant steamers and 
sbips in harbour that had any bunting to show. At noon the big 
guns of the d/aska thundered forth a national salute, which was 
responded to from the American Consulate-General. Immediately 
thereafter the sound of another salute was heard far down the 
harbour, the source of which became known when H.M.S. Cad. 
mus, newly arrived from Hong Kong, steamed into the Upper 
Reach. As she passed the Alaska her band struck up “ Yankee 
Doodle,” and she dipped her flag, which was promptly responded 
to with “ God Save the Queen ” from the Alaska. A reception of 
all nationalities, and including several ladies, was given on board 
the Alaska, where the most graceful and cordial hospitality was 
exhibited. The settlement was alive in the evening with dinner 
parties and other festive gatherings. 

Kiukiang is fast disappearing from human view. The Bund 
is already a foot or more underwater ; and the rippling music &; 
the wavelets, as they break upon the gravel, recalls to mind the 
murmurs of the many sounding sca. Barriers had been erected, 
to protect the sacred precints of the Bund, but nature has asserted 
her supremacy, obliterated the invidious distinctions, and re- 
duced all to the common level of humanity, and to dependence 
upon sampans. A serious accident has happened in consequence 
of the flood. The rising water had sapped the foundations of one 
of the native Tea Hongs, and walls and roof came tumbling 
down upon some 200 women and girls congregated in the upper 
story, and 100 coolies in the lower. Bruises, fractures, and 
wounds of every description were common, though no very serious 
injury is reported, and no deaths. 

At a meeting of the Hankow Jand-renters on the 25th June the 
question of using the Bund frontage of the Concession for steamer 
wharves or pontoons was discussed, and it was decided to throw 
open the whole Bund to public competition. This action was taken 
on the motion of the agents for the New River Steamer Company, 
which is shortly expected to enter into the Yangtsze trade. 

The steamer Sarpedon arrived on the lst July, having made her 
outward voyage from London in fifty-three days, including all stop- 
pages. She is now loading a cargo of tea for New York. 

‘’he remains of Captain Pendleton were buried in thé new 
Cemetery on the 2nd instant. The impressive funeral ceremonial 
of the Masonic fraternity, of which he was a distinguished mem- 
ber, was added to the usual church service. There was a very large 
attendance. 

We understand that orders have been issued for the gun-vessel 
Elk to be in readiness ty proceed North. It is believed these in- 
structions have been given in consequence of disquieting news 
from Soochow. 


HONG KONG. 

The English and French mails bring advices to the 6th and 
13th July respectively ; the French mail from London, May 24, 
arrived out on the 2nd, and the following P. and O. mail of 
May 21 on the 6th July. The following items of intelligence 
are from the China Mail and Daily Press:— 


A meeting of the Legislative Council was held on the 9th July 
The subjects dealt with were—the reading of a despatch from 
the Secretary of State, relative to a pension of £198 odd having 
been granted to the late Colonial Surgeon, Dr. Ivor Murray ; the 
Acting Colonial Secretary then gave notice that he would, at the 





gerous goods in the harbour without due notice, and another to 
regulate the manufacture and storage of dangerous goods ; and 
an ordinance for the lieencing and better regulation of the busi- 
neas of brokers. The Council then adjourned until the 23rd 
July. The chief provisions of the proposed brokers’ Audience 
are as follows :— 

From and after the passing and coming into operation of this ordi 
nance, no person shall act as or carry on the trade or occupation of a 
broker (other than an emigration passage broker ander ordinance No. 8 
of 1857) within the e»!ony of Hong Kong, unless such person shall have 
obtained a license as hereinafter provided, and unless such license shall 
be then in force. 

Tt shall be lawful for the Governor in Council to grant a license under 
his hand and seal of the colony, to any person applying for the same to 
carry on the trade or occupation of a broker, upon being satisfied: — 
(1) by the certificate of two householders, that the applicant is a fit 
and proper person to receive such license; (2) That the said applicant 
has paid into the Colonia] Treasury au admission fee of dollars ; 
and (3) That the said applicant has made and signed before the Colonial 
Secretary a declaration that he will not directly or indirectly trade on 
his own account, benefit, or advantage, or make any gain or profit over 
and above the usual brokerage in buying or selling bills, shares, or stock, 
or opium, as the case may be. 

The Colonial Seerctary shall keep a Iist containing the names and 
addresses of all brokera who shall from time to time have taken out 
licences, and if any such broker shall be convicted in any criminal 
court of felony or fraud, or if a Judge of the Supreme Court, or a 
Judge in Bankruptcy, shall in any action, sult, or other proceeding 
prosecuted or defended before such Judge, and to which such broker 
shall be a party, certify (as he is hereby empowered to do) that such 
broker has been guilty of fraud, and that he ought to be disqualified as 
from the date of such conviction or certificate, and his name shall 
therefore be removed by the Colonial Secretary from the list of brokers 
either absolutely or for the time mentioned in such certificate. 

A fire, which is believed to be the work of an incendiary, has 
occurred on board the Americau barque Benefactor, lying in the 
harbour, but was extinguished before any great damage was done. 
Captain Berry, the commander, writes to the Daily Press to pub- 
licly expyess his thanks to the officers and crews of the Princess 
Charlotte, Elk aud Adventure, and of the British and French mail 
steamers, to Captain Thomsett, to the officers and men of the 
water police, and to the P. and O. Company, all of whom rendered 
prompt and efficient assistance. It is the intention of the autho- 
rities to thoroughly investigate the matter, and try if the incen- 
diary cannot be discovered. 

We much regret to learn that the Rev. Mr. McChesney, of 
Canton, met his death a few days since under the following cir- 
cumstances :—He was proceeding up the West River, in company 
with the Rev. Mr. Noyes, and the boat conveying them had come 
to an anchor for the night near a mandarin junk. Some time 
after dark this latter was attacked by river pirates, and Mr. 
McChesney hearing the noise went on deck, or more properly on 
the roof of the cabin, to see what was the matter. Here, as is 
supposed, a chance ball from either the attacking party or the 
attacked, struck him, and he almost immediately expired. His 
body was taken back to Canton for interment. Much sympathy 
is = for his wife and child in their sad and sudden bereave- 
ment. 

Three Ambassadors, bearing tribute to the Emperor of China 
from the King of Annam, and one from Loochoo on a similar 
mission, arrived at Canton and had an interview with the Vice- 
roy on the 6th July. The Viceroy, on behalf of the Emperor, as 
a matter of custom, formally refused the acceptance of the tri- 
bute. This is only a matter of form, as the tribute bearers will, 
as usual, convey the presents direct to Peking. 

We aré glad to learn that the directors of the Vienna Exhibi- 
tion have allotted to China an unusually large space, much ex- 
ceeding that allowed at the exhibitions of London or Paris. The 
Chinese Government will, we understand, in all probability au- 
thorise the Viceroy of Canton to send a large collection of in- 
teresting objects of considerable value. We further learn that 
the Ven. Archdeacon Gray, of Canton, has promised to send the 
whole of his interesting collection of models, curios:, &c. 

An Imperial edict of the 23rd June appointed Li Hung Chang 
to the vacancy in the Grand Council of State. H.E. was formerly 
only a junior member. Another edict of thesame date conferred 
the unusual privilege of riding on horseback within the prohibited 
city ia Peking, on Li Hok Nin, Viceroy of Chekiang and Fokien.

Our Chinese friends are doing a very knowing thing in carrying 
out the Regent’s orders to publish Prince Kung’s friendly mani- 
festo issued some time since. If they did this at all, the Treaty 
ports, or other places whence foreigners are likely to get informs- 
tion simultaneously, foreigners would say they forget all about it 
in a week or two. So they issue the document every month at a 
different port. This, you will observe, spreads it over a twelve- 
month, and apparently we are constantly getting fresh evidence 
of “friendly intentions.” Not bad this for a native dodge, but 
unfortunately we see through it. The intention is of course to 
urge these repeated instances of favour to foreigners as a reason 
for delaying the Audience question. : 

Locally we are as dull as ditch water. The Hon. W. Kiswick 
left last mail, and who is to succeed him is about the only topic 
of conversation barring, of course, opium and shirtings. I think 
Mr. Pyke, of Birley and Co., is the favourite ; but Messrs. Gibb 
and Whittall have returned, and either of them may resume his 
old seat. 

I must note one other matter in which a languid interest is 
taken by the community—the establishment of a middle-class 
school. The meeting held to discuss it was chiefly remarkable 
for a most narrow-minded sectarianism on the part of some of the 
speakers. Fancy the good taste of 1 man who told an audience 
of thirty, comprising Jews, Catholics, Parsees, Mahomedans, Non- 
conformists, and Churchmen, that he could not conscientiously 
abet any scheme that did not make Church of England teaching 
its basis! The way a Catholic gentleman here—a solicitor—walked 
into the neglect with which Protestants had treated school mat- 
ters out here was refreshing to an outsider. I do not in the least 
agree with his views about secular education, in which we have 
done well. But stil] it is surprising that Churchmen should have 
made no provision for their children in the way of religious 

, teaching. 

The latest Macao sensation is the attempted drowning by Mr. 
Loire-Bueno, Peruvian Consul, of an engineer with whom he had 
a quarrel. You will get the leading details from the papers, but 
I may tell you what they of course dare not say, that he has been 
leading a life of such brutal, shameless, profligacy that how he 
has managed to keep clear of even Macao law so long is a wonder. 
He has fired at several parties, females included, on several occa- 
sions, and is undoubtedly the most debauched villain who 
has ever honoured this part of the world with his presence. 
He has been sentenced to fourteen years’ transportation, but 
heavy bets are made that he will manage to bribe his captors 
and get off. He was an intimate friend of the Governor's (Janna- 
rios) suite, and as he played heavily and generally lost, they 
mourn his seclusion as having been a valuable pigeon. Even 
they, however, (the Governor's secretary was his best friend) did 
not dare go further than try it on privately with the judge. 











STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, 
—-o— 
SINGAPORE. 

A correspondent writes :— 

The second act of the Salangore farce has just been closed. 
Rajah Mahdie, driven from that country after his piratical attack 
on the men of the Ainaldo, took final refuge at Johore, and 
sought the protection of the Maharajah. Sir Harry, desirous to 
put a stop to the disturbances in the peninsula, thought the 
chance had arrived, and sent for Tunko dia Oodin, who was at 
Klang, to come to Singapore. Negotiations were forthwith en 
tered into, and various trips to Johore were organised whilst these 
were going on. Evervthing was agreed, the treaty was drawn 
up, and the day appointed for its ratification, when, at the last 
moment, Rajah Mahdie refused to sign, and said,in clegant word- 
ing, that he would see them all d d first. So ‘'unko Oodin 
has returned to whence he came rather disgusted, whilst Madhie, 
enjoys the hospitality of our devoted friend the Maharajah, and 
the British lion is made to look foolish, Whether a man who 
instigates a treacherous attack on our sailors should be received 
and entertained by a prince who stands only by our support is 
very questionable, but whether our Government should make it- 
self a party to negotiations with such a rascal does not admit of 
a doubt, and the result shows that it has got a slap in the face 
from a ruffian who is laughing at its simplicity. The worst is 
that the little influence we have with the Malay chiefs must be 
seriously damaged by such an unfortunate result. Rajah Mahdie 
should be demanded of the Maharajah of Johore, and when given 
up tried for piracy. This would have been done formerly, but 
in these days of telegraphy Governors are at most but chief clerks 
of the great men in Downing-strect, and dare not take the very 
least responsibility. ‘They are awfully dear at £5,000 a-year ! 

The third criminal session of the Supreme Court opened on the 
8th inst., before his Honour the Chief Justice, and is already 
very nearly concluded, the calendar being a very light one. The 
only heavy case has been one for a murder committed some 
months ago ; the prisoner, a Chinaman, has been some time in 
custody ona Sheree of strangling his wife, and would have been 
tried last session but for the absence of certain witnesses. He 
has been sentenced to death. 

At the Legislative Oouncil ‘meeting “on the 11th July a matter 
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was debated of great local interest, being nothing less than a pro- 
posal to do away wholly with the Municipal Commission. We 
are not yet in possession of the shorthand reports of the proceed- 
ings, but it will be seen from the official minutes that the pro- 
posal came from and was strongly supported by the unofficial 
members, and that though his Excellency the Governor said he 
was wholly unprepared for the discussion, he stated he should at 
the next meeting be ready to submit to the Council a resolution 
on the subject. 

The long-agitated question of immigration to the Straits Set- 
tlements from India has been at last settled by an Act of the 
Indian Council empowering the Governor-General to exempt 
the Straits from the operation of the Indian Emigration Act, 
which was supplemented by an order of the Governor-General in 
Council giving immediate effect to it. Planters in Penang and 
Province Wellesley will thus again be able to obtain coolies with- 
out difficulty, a result upon which we sincerely congratulate 
them, as well as upon the ease with which this Bill, so important 
to their interests, has been passed, and obstacles believed to be 
serious overcome without opposition. 

The following is a copy of Mr. Read’s letter to the Colonial 
Secretary, in reference to the despatch of Earl Kimberley no- 
ticed in our issue of the 6th inst. :— 


S1r,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
No.—, of tho 29th ult., and beg to state in reply :-— 

1. That the meeting over which I had the honour to presideon the 
28rd Feb. last did not discuss the peculiar advantages of either the long 
or the short line of proposed Railway, but protested aga nst the inter- 
ference of Government and the carrying out of any such scheme by 
means of the public funds of the Settlements. I do not therefore con- 
sider it any part of my duty as chairman of that meeting to ascertain 
whether any company can be or is formed to carry out either project. 

2. At the same time I beg to observe that the company representing 
the New Harbour liue throughont the discussion on the subject in Coun- 
cil, both throngh its advocate and its representative, declared that it had 
the necessary capital ready, provided a concession was granted to it, and 
so convinced was the Legislative Council that this was the fact, that it 
strongly recommended that a concession should be granted. The Colonial 
Office, however, decided that this should not be accorded, but that Go. 
vernment should construct the line, since when those interested in the 
long line appear to have adoptel a negative policy, which is but the 
natural consequence of the unexpected course adopted by the Colunial 
Office, in direct contradiction to the opinion expressed by those who were 
appointed by it to examine into the subject. 

3. I avail myself of this opportunity to express my deep regretthat Lord 
Kimberley should have been misled by such statements as the following :— 
‘Phat the chairman of the meeting, the proposers of the resolutions 
adopted, as well as the majority of those who voted for them, were di- 
rectors or shareholders in the Tanjong Pagar Company.” The real fact 
of the caso is, that out of upwards of ninety persons present, fourteen 
represented the New Harbour Company, and fourteen the Tanjong Pagar. 
The others were independent. The chairman had and has no connection 
whatever with either undertaking. 

4. In conclusion, I beg most respectfully to submit that the opinion 
of a large majority should command the attention and consideration of 
Government, in preference to that of a small minority, who so evidently 
seek to promote their private interests at the public expense, and who 
apparently do not hesitate to endeavour to attain their object by udvanc- 
ing statements which cannot bear the test of investigation.—I have the 
honour to remain, Sir, your most obedient servant, W. H. READ, chair- 
man of the public meeting. 





CEYLON. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

The currency squabbles have subsided,and all parties have taken 
to counting in rupees and ceats with the best grace they could. 
For a time the new system gives trouble, and it will continue to 
do so till the altered nomenclature is as ready in our minds, and 
consequently in our calculations, as the old. At the outset we have 
to think in two currencies—first calculating in pounds, shillings 
and pence—then reckoning up the amount in rupees and cents. 
But so soon as we shall be sufficiently expert at the new to discard 
entirely jthe old, the computation of any amount will become 
easier. After all, though there was a great outcry about the old 
rupee not being in reality 2s., but only 1s. 10$d., and great cause 
shown for altering the denomination of the currency, it is in name 
only that it is altered—for in Ceylon a rupee is still a rupee, or two 
shillings. When conveyed elsewhere, of course it has exactly the 
like value, minus or plus the exchange. The same is the case 
with a bank draft, or any other representative of value. As it is we 
are getting intothe run of it, and no doubt by another year we shall 
be as expert at, and find the new currency as easily calculated as 
the old has been. Of course, so long as our principal transactions 
are with England, we cannot discard its ancient currency, and we 
shall have to render all accounts with it in sterling money. But 
in accounts and transactions in this country rupees and cents are 
now the rule This was the last accomplished fact of our late 
Governor’s rule. But Sir Hercules Robinson has left several 
legacies to his successor. Among these are the proposed new 
harbour for Colombo, the Paumben Passage, railway extension 
into Ouvah, tramways for Colombo, water supply for Colombo 
(gas having been already arranged for, and about this time, 
doubtless, Colombo is having more light), gas and water for 
Kandy, and sundry minor improvements—all of which will claim 
Mx. Gregory’s early and very carful attention, And to them he 
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is giving his earnest study before the meeting of Council. Al- 
ready has Mr. Gregory visited the northern province, and in- 
spected the proposed channel; he has visited Batticlava, and 
inspected the extensive waterworks there ; has travelled up that 
great and important road—the masterpiece of his predecessor, 
Sir Hercules ; has visited the important coffee districts of Ma- 
doolseline and Badulla ; also those of Persilawa and Hewahette, 
and the important new district of Dickoya, which last took 
his Excellency’s fancy amazingly; has travelled down the 
North Road, with a view of improving communications from 
the Matale side; and altogether kes seen and done a great deal 
in the short time that has elapsed since he entered on his rule. 
In fact, he will have seen more of the country and learned more 
of its state and wants, and will therefore meet his Council with 
more self-acquired information than any Governor of Ceylon has 
ever yet done. This will be a great advantage, as he will not 
have to waste time asking or waiting for information which is 
now Within his own grasp. Careful has he been, too, not to com- 
mit himself to any scheme till perfectly master of the position. 
For instance, to the Madoolseline people, whose road to Batti- 
caloa was in suspense for want of bridges, he gave the assurance 
“that that want should be immediately supplied *—while he also 
told them that the subject of a harbour at or near Batticoloa was 
another matter requiring further information before he could say 
whether it was practicable or judicious at present. On this sub- 
ject he awaited surveys and reports. To the Dickoya people he 
said “he so much admired the energy and enterprise which he 
saw displayed in their magnificent valley that he was determined 
to do all he could to assist them with necessary roads and 
bridges ;” and to the deputation who waited on him urging the 
necessity of railway extension to Ouvah, he said that “while 
fully appreciating the value such means of communication would 
have, it was a large and a very important matter, and re- 
auisd a very careful consideration before he could give a 

ecided answer. That he would first appoint a Commission to take 
evidence as to the nature and amount of the traffic there would 
be on that line. If it was satisfactory, then he would appoint en- 
gineers to inspect and survey the different routes proposed to him, 
to see if there were engineering difficulties in his way. And if 
that was also successful he would then consider the ways and 
means.” In these, and all similar meetings with deputations and 
replies to memorials, he has carefully guarded himself against 
giving any unconditional promises, withholding his final decision 
till all the facts are before him. In this he has shown his wisdom ; 
for with such heavy works likely to be on his hands presently as the 
Colombo harbour, and probably also the Paumben passage, it be- 
noves him to walk warily, and not commit the colony to any pro- 
ject which might hamper its resources or limit its capabilities. 
One liberal move the new Governor has made, for which the public 
applaud him, is, that he has reverted to the good old system 
practised by the late Sir Henry Ward and Sir Charles McCarthy, 
of allowing public bodies to nominate the member they would 
wish to represent them in the Legislative Council. He has asked 
the Planters’ Association to name a man to represent the planters, 
and they have nominated Mr. William Martin Searle, their chair- 
man. It is believed he will also consult the Chamber of Commerce 
as regards a nominee for the merchants. 

On general matters there is little to be said. Trade for some 
time has been rather dull, except in coffee, in which lately a brisk 
business has been done. Coffee planting has had a great resusci- 
tation of late years. After the crisis of 1864 to 1866, which cul- 
minated in the fall of several banks and merchants here and at 
home, people went cautiously into the cultivation of the berry. 
But after that the enterprise took a fresh start, and ¢nter alia the 
large and expanding districts of Dimboola and Dickoya, with 
their thousands and tens of thousands of acres of available forest 
land offering suitable opportunities, investors have readily availed 
of them. ‘he roads now opened, and being continued through 
those very fine districts, with the railway extension which will 
next year come within an average of thirty miles of those clusters 
of now fine estates, will soon cause to show in all its glory an un- 
broken expanse of fifty square miles of cultivated coffee, and will 
form one of the most magnificent prospects that the eye can gaze 
upon. Not only prospect to please the eye, but a very satisfactory 

rospect financially, will those broad acres present when all beam- 
ing and laden with the fragrant berry. With Ceylon’s great 
rivals, Brazil and Java, shortening their production, and 
with the consumption of the world increasing, with America 
and Canada abolishing their coffee import duties, and with 
England doing the same in a moderate way, the enterprise 
at the moment and for some time to come presents one of 
the most encouraging opportunities for the investment of gapital 
in a country easily reached ahd comparatively healthy as a resi- 
dence ; nor need enterprise be checked by the idea that the land 
is exhausted. Besides the enormous quantities of land in the 
districts referred to, there is that great expanse of land between 
Dimboola and Happotella—all the land surrounding Horton’s 
Plains and on to Ballangoode on the one side, and to Happo- 
tella on the other—large blocks in Marale, and at the back of the 
Knuckles, all suitable for coffee cultivation—while for tea and 
Chinchona there is the vast wilderness around Nuwara Eliya, 
mostly too high for coffee—and for maize and cotton the large 
tracts of fertile land in the country of Burtenne and in the 

orthern Province. In proof that attention is now being di- 
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rected to other than the stereotyped coffee districts, a quantity 
(about forty lots) of Crown land put up for sale by auction the 
other day in the neighbourhood of the Horton Plains, an altitude 
of 7,000 feet above the level of the sea, was readily purchased at 
prices averaging from £2 to £3 per acre. And would butacom- 
pany start there to cultivate tea no doubt a most valuable industry 
would soon be adted to those now forming our staples. The same 
would happen should another company buy up a portion of the 
extensive forest of flat and beautiful land stretching along the 
Welasse country from the foot of the Madoolseline range all the 
way to Burtenne.

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IMPORTS. 


YoOxKOHAMA.—The demand for Cotton Yarn had been very active, 
and large sales of all counts, both on the spot and “to arrive,” had 
been made at a considerable increase on last quotations. At the close, 
however, there was less inquiry, and prices showed a tendency to recede. 
Grey Shirtings had been in fair demand, and fully previous rates had 
been obtained. Scarcely anything had been done in Woollens and 
Fancy Goods beyond a few sales of Mousseline de Laine. Nail Rod 
and Bar Iron had been sold “to arrive,’ at quotations. G.E. Grey 
Shirtings, 7 1bs., $2.35 to 2.40 per piece ; 8} to 84 1bs., $2.55 to 2.623 ; 
9 to 93 Ibs., $2.90 to 3. G.E. White Shirtings, $2.40 to' 2.85. ‘T- 
Cloths, 6 to 8 lbs., $1.70 to 2.25. Cotton Yarn, No. 16 to 24, $47.50 
to 48.50 per picul; 28 to 32, $59 to 51; 38 to 42, $50 to 53. Tron:— 
Nail Rod, 83 to 4.50; Bars, $3.80 to 4.30. 

HANKow.—Early in the interval the market was influenced by un- 
favourable news from Shanghai, causing a cessation of business, but 
with later improved advices confidence had been regained, leading to a 
fair business ia Grey Cottons. Grey Shirtings: 7 lbs. had been in little 
request at a decline of 1 to 2 candareens; considerable business done in 
8} Ibs. at easier rates, but at the close prices tended upwards, anid 
ruled at Tls, 1.86 to 1.94; 9% lbs. Tls. 2.55 to 2.70 per piece. White 
Shirtings: Unaltered. T-Cloths: 6 Ibs. not in request; 7 Ibs. more 
saleable, but rates low; 8 lbs. Tis. 1.70 to 1.78 per piece. Drills: The 
late advance had been more than lost, and business had been much cur- 
tailed in consequence. Fancy Cottons: All descriptions in most limited 
request. Woollens and Worsteds: No demand, and but few transac- 
tions. Metals: Lead saleable at a decline of 5 candareens per picul ; 
Quicksilver receded to Tis. 63.00 per picul, and at that figure was 
not readily saleable. 

SHANGHAI.—Manufactured Cotton Goods: There had been a specu- 
lative inquiry for Grey Shirtings, which, together with a fair trade 
demand, had resulted in considerable settlements; prices were, if any- 
thing, slightly easier, especially for 7 lbs., which were quoted Tls. 1.7 
to 1.7.2. In White Shirtings only a moderate business had been done 
at about previous rates. In T-Cloths a fair inquiry had prevailed at 
Tis. 1.3.5 to 1.4 for common and Tis. 1.5 to 1.6 for Mexican qualities 
7 Ibs. The market for Eaoglish and Dutch Drills had continued rather 
quiet, and only moderate transactions had been reported at Tis. 3 to 
3.0.6 for the former, and Tis. 2.9.2 to 2.9.5 forthe latter. A sale of 
3,500 pieces of American Sheetings had been made at Tls. 3.9, but in 
other American fabrics no further business had transpired. Fancy 
Cottons continued dull of sale, and the same remark applied to Wool- 
lens, although some improvement in the latter manufactures was aati- 
cipated. 

FoocHow.—Sales had been, T-Cloths, 8 lb., 450 pieces at $2.75 to 
2.80 per piece; 7 lb., 2,500 at $2.12} to 2.40. Lead, 1,270 piga at 
$7.00 per picul. 

Hone Kone.—Large arrivals had added to stocks, but there had 
been a large business in all classes of goods. The demand commenced 
soon after the departure of the English mail of 22nd June, and con- 
tinued very brisk for about ten days, when it in a great measure 
ceased. Business was likely to remain quiet for some little time until 
purchasers had been enabled to clear their stocks. Cotton Yarn: In 
16/248 a large business, chiefly on speculation and for shipinent to 
Japan ; inquiry confined almost entirely to the common qualities. fine 
being in a great measure neglected ; 28/328 in small stock; 33/428 
common chops in large supply and difficult, best qualities in moderate 
demand and prices firm. Grey Shirtings: The dealers fairly sup- 
plied, and no great advance expected until their stocks are reduced. 
White Shirtings: Unsatisfactory. Grey T-Cloths: 6 lb. common 
chops taken to a large extent, prices rather better; 7 lb. common 
in large stock and difficult to move; 6 lb. Mexicans could net be 
sold; 7 Ib. Mexicans of first-class marks quite neglected, demaud 
confined to inferior at $2 to 2.05 per piece; 8 1b. Mexicans difficult to 
remove even ata reduction. Grey Drills: English 14 to 15 lbs. wanted 
atan advance. American up 10 cents, but not instock. Dutch slightly 
improved. English Jeans, no buyers. Fancy goods neglected. Wool: 
lens and Worsteds: Broad Cloth, firm. Medium advanced about 5 
cents. Habit neglected. Scarlet and Spanish Stripes improved 3 cents 
stocks light. Agsorted showed a similar rise. Assorted Blankets in 
very limited stock, and an advcnce of 24 cents noted. Long Kills not 
moved, holders very firm. Gentian and Scarlet Camlets in request at 
former quotations. Lastings': Common advanced 50 centsand gvod $1 
per piece. Metals: Nail Rod Iron a little firmer. Sales of Bur estab- 
lished a rise of 5 cents per picul. Hoop not in stock. Quicksilver had 
a downward tendency, owing to large arrivals of English. Yellow 
Metal is held strongly, but averse to pay any advance. Lead improved 
in price, owing to a speculative demand. 

SarGon.—There was not much business doing, but at the follow'ng 
quotations sales could be effected :—Grey Shirtings, 84 lbs., $2.70 to 
2.80 per piece ; 7 lbs., $2.30.

YoxoHamMA.—The demand having been more general since the date 
of last report, a brisker business had been done, resulting in the settle- 
ment of about 8,000 piculs, a fair proportion of which had been of the 
fine grades ; prices had ruled much the same as last quoted, except for 
the medium classes. which had advanced, and the market at the close 
for this (Pacific) mail was reported firm. Supplies had come in very freely, 
apd stocks were slightly increased ; further large arrivals were expected ; 
the quality had improved, and was said to be very fair, and better than 
the average of former years at this period of the season. The only ex- 
port had been that by the last P.M.S.S, steamer, viz., for New York 
258,205 Ibs., for San Francisco 95,894, for Chicago 20,477, for Boston 
19,949. The Polly Lewis, 566 tons, wus loading for New York, and the 
Clara Bell, 200 tons, and Charley, 359 tons, for San Francisco. Quota- 
tations: Common and good common nominal medium, $33 to 86 per 
picul; good medium, $37 to 40; fine, $41 to 44; finest, $46 to 50 ; 
choice, ¢52 and upwards. 

HANKow.—Mesers. Drysdale, Ringer and Co.’s Report, dated 2nd 
July, says:—Since our report of 25th ult. some of the second crop 
Teas have been placed on the market, and after considerable competi- 
tion the better parcels have been all bought up. The early arrivals 
were mostly from the Yong-low-Toong district, realising Tle. 20 to 23}, 
the greater portion being taken at Tls. 224 to 232 per picul, or about 
the same price as last year. On the whole they compare very well with 
those of the previous season, being strong and flavoury in the cup 
and with fairly good leaf; still we do not think them quite equal in 
quality, which may be accounted for by the leaf being apparently a 
little older. Three or four Cheong -sow-kai Teas were shown yesterday, 
among them the favourite chops, ‘‘Chuen-kut” and “ Ping-hing,”’ 
The same eagerness was displayed to secure these, though at much 
higher prices, and we hear as high as Tis. 244 proportion has been 
offered for the two parcels above-named. Last year, when they were 
in our opinion equally good, they realised only Tls. 21 per picul on 
this market. For two other parcels from this district Tls. 24 per picul 
has been offered. A few musters are down from the other dis- 
tricts, but the Teas can only be bought at high prices. We can 
hardly form an opinion of the bulk of the crop from so few 
samples, but these certainly give colour to the general impres- 
sion that there is but a very limited quantity of good Tea to 
come. This will be due to the unfavourable weather that has pre- 
wailed in the Tea districts, in fact in the country all round. We are 
again threatened with a flood in Hankow, indeed many of the streets 
and houses in the native city are already flooded, while the water from 
the river is just beginning to come over the edge of the Bund in the 
British Concession. Settlements for the week are :—7,344 chests 4,056 
half-chests 340 boxes at 1s. 54d. to Is, 8d. per lb.; 6,145 chests 8,619 
half-chests 430 boxes at Is. 1$d. to 1s. 54d. Of the above settlements 
5,464 chests and 3,726 half.chests are second crop Tea, nearly all Yung- 
low-toongs, prices for which, as noted above, have ranged from Tls. 20 
to 234 per picul, the first settlements being the cheapest. Some 
eight or nine chops of Shuntam packed arrived yesterday and were 
at once taken by the Russian houses at Tis. 13.40 to 14 per picul. 
For other kinds, quotations are nominal. A few Oonfars have been sold 
at Tls. 17.50 to 21.80 per picul. 

SHanoual.—Black : The transactions had been very large, settle- 
ments and reshipments aggregating 65,800 chestaand 74,900 half-chests. 
Buying had gone on steadily, operators being by no means deterred by 
advices from Foochow reporting heavy early export and an unusually 
good crop. Early in the interval the fine teas remaining on offer were 
cleared off at Tls. 33.0.0 to 40.0.0 per picul, since when iuquiry had 
been principally directed to medium, to on fine, grades, costing Tis. 
25.0.0 to 30.0.0. Common to fair Hohows had also been in some re- 
quest at Tls. 2U.0.0 to 23.0.0. Shuntams and common Oonams had 
been in limited supply, and had found buyersat Tls. 17.7.5. to 28.0.0. 
One parcel of low Hohow reported settled at Ts. 16.0.0. per Ib. Rettle- 
ments showed great irregularity in prices, those made early in the period 
under notice give best value; the declino on previons rates then existing 
had been fully recovered by a gradual advance, closing rates being some 
Tis. 2.0.0 per picul over last quotations. This advance was mainly at - 
tributable to the impression, now in some measure confirmed, 
that the first crop would not exceed in quantity tho yield 
of last season, also by a report current amongst native dealers 
that the second crop was not likely to be large, nor so good as 
last season; it is however tuo early to speak with any degree 
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of confidence on this head. One or two musters had been shown, and 
one cliop was reported settled at Tls. 28.2.5 “ to arrive”—ahont Tis, 
2.0.0 over opening rates of last year. Green: Settlements 11,428 half- 
chests and 30,000 boxes Ping-uey at Tis. 42.0.0 to 62.0.0 proportion— 
a range of prices lower than last year, and showing Tis. 2.0 0 to 3.0.0 
reduction from opening rates. With the exception of a fuw parcels 
taken for the Englivh market, business had been restricted to buyers 
for America. The quality of the crop was about the same as last your ; 
the Teas were, however, too much faced and of less value in consequence. 
Fychow and Teenkai were expected in a few days. 

FoocHow.—Setulements of Congous had been considerable, and 
though there was little animation in the market yet prices remained 
unchanged. Second crop Congous were in pretty full supply, and 
amongst the musters offered were some possessing fair quality, which 
were desirable Teas, but for them the Teamen were asking high prices. 
Taken as a whole, this crop wag not considered as equal in quality to last 
year’s. Souchongs remained as before. Settlements of Oolong to date 
had been 19,330 half-chests, of which about 6,000 to 7,000 packages 
had been taken for shipment to the United States per steamship Sar- 
pedon ; the prices realixed had been Tis. 29.3 to 30.8 0.b. for good 
cargo free from dust ; the stock was 25,193 half-chests, including how- 
ever no fine Teas. The Deerhound was still loading for New York, and 
the steamship Sarpedon was expected from Shanghai to take in cargo 
for the same destination. Scented Teas: 4,781) boxes purchased without 
change in prices. Stock 6,103 boxes. The Essex, Zenobia, Grenadier, 
and Maitland were on the berth for London, and the Prospero, Adelheid, 
Mary Blair, and Nil Desperandum for the Colonies. 

Amoy.—Ooloong: Active business continued until near the close, 
when purchasers had satisfled their requirements for first cargoes; since 
then great quietness had prevailed, buyers generally holding off fora 
decline, which Teamen had not acquiesced in sufficently to induce basi- 
ness on any large scale, particularly as the pick of the first crop Teas 
had already been sctiled. The settlements made showed no decline 
apon the finest grades, which were getting scarce, but there wag a 
marked fall in the lower qualities, and towards the close Teamen 
seemed anxious to sell, though they still asked rates which were above 
buyers’ ideas for later shipments. The quality of the crop continued satis- 
factory, and the agreement to reject all chops with over 15 per cent. of dust 
had been rigidly adhered to, but even this maximum per centage had 
seldom been reached. The crop would be a full one, judging from 
present appearances, though it was toosoun to give an approximate 
estimate, as any material fall in prices would greatly reduce receipts. 
The Douglas Castle and Glenartney left on the Gth July for New York, 
and the S.S. Craigforth was daily expected! to load about half a cargo 
for the same dostination. Formosa Teas hat been very dear in price, 
and the spring crop was all bought up. Summer Teus were arriving, 
but the quantity would be extremely small, owing to the great absence 
of rain this season ; and as the producing districts were quiet near the 
foreign settlements there seemed little reason to doubt the statements of 
the growers, everything tending to confirm them. Congou: Settle- 
ments had taken place to the extent of 1,211 half-chests on a basis of 
about $22 per picul for superior cargo. The quality was betver than 
last year, but the quantity would be small, there being little demand for 
this description either for America or England. Quotations—Oolong : 
Common cargo, $21; fair, $24; good, $27 to 29; superior, $35 to 36 ; 
fine, $41 to 45; fincat, $45 to 54; choice and choicest, $60 to 72 per 
picul. Congou: Superior cargo, $22 to 23 per picul; 

CaNToNn.—A fair amount of business had been done during the in- 
terval. The second crop had nearly all come to market, and was con- 
sidered as a whole inferior to that of last year, in addition to which it 
had been further deteriorated by the admixture of dirt, conyee, and 
spurious leaf. Fine to finest Scented Capers were very scarce, and any 
parcels approaching good quality had been readily sold at full prices. 
Medium kinds were in full supply, and the easier rates ruling in con- 
sequence had induced considerable purchases, the bulk of the settlements 
reported consisting of these kinds. Scented Orange Pekoes had been in 
less request, but there was no change to note in quotations, the light 
stocks keeping holders firm. Green Teas had been somewhat neglected, 
and Gunpowders showed a considerable decline. It is reported that about 
500 piculs of almost entirely spurious leaf Gunpowder and Imperial had 
been settled for export to America, but details had not transpired. The 
settlement of Pouchong reported below was also for the American 
market. Settlements: Scented Orange Pekoe, 5,000 boxes at Tis. 
18.00 to 29.00 per picul; Scented Caper, 27,000 do. at Tls. 16,00 to 
30.00; Gunpowder, 3,000 do. at Ts. 19.00 to 28.00; Imperial, 500 do. 
at Tls, 20.00; Pouchong, 2,000 half-chests at Tis. 20.00. 


SILK. 

Yoxouama.—The season 1871-2 closed on the 30th June with an 
export from Yokohama of 14,635 bales, and from Hiogo 650 bales, 
making a total of 15,285 bales. The Freuch mail left on the 3rd July 
with 169 bales, since then the market had continued active, and about 
180 bales had been purchased, making settlements since the 20th June 
about 350 bales. ‘The quality of the new crop so fur showed a decided 
improvement on last season's Silk, but there was still some complaint 
to make about the casing, mixing and foulness of the skeina, which was 
doubtless to some extent caused by its having been hurried into the 
market in an unprecedented manner. 

SHANGHAI.—Messrs. Skeggs and Co.’s Circular saya :—Great ex- 
citement prevailed amongst buyers at the close of last English mail 
(June 22), and continued until the departure of the French mail, nearly 
3,500 bales being settled during the interval of one week, prices in 
that period being run up Tis. 35.0.0 to 40.0.0 per picul over those 
ruling at the opening of the season ; the demaud has been principally 
for best Kahings, Chopa, and best inediuin Teatlees, on which Silks the 
dealers easily succeeded to establish the above advance. Siuce then, 
however, the market has been less active, and buyers have turned theit 
attention to common Tsatlees, which up to the present have beon some- 
what neglected. Heavy and continued rains, together with the cold 
weather, are reported to have eet the second crop, notwithstanding 
which the probable export is still estimated at 55,000 to 60,000 bales. 
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advices. 

CANTON.—The market had again advanced for Tsitlee and Loong- 
kong Silks, bat re-recls were without chanye. A price as high as $625 
had been paid fora parcel of Curio Tsatlee reported to be very fine. A 
pretty large business had been done during the fortnight, 560 bales 
acing forwaid by the P. and O. mail. The settlements for America 
‘were not known, but were not expceted to be large, the ruling rates 
being too high to offer much inducement to purchasers. Stock eati- 
mated at 800 bales of all descriptions. Tsatlee Reels were in very good 
demand, especially the hizh classez, ay shown by the prices paid. Extra 
Loongkonzs : There were none to be had, and the stock generally of 
Loongkong silk wag not large. For re-reels there was not quite so much 
enquiry, and it was still almost impo-sible to obtain them clean ; those 
offering on the market are also generally mixed. The third crop Silk 
may be expected in about a fortnight, and the yield was estimated at 
under 3,000 bales; the present weather was unfavourable for this crop.

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MECHANICAL LABOUR IN THE FAR EAST. 
(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) 


The fact that a large steamship has been built at Shanghai by Chi- 
nese workmen of Chinese iron is no doubt instructive and remark- 
able, but it hardly warrants some of the speculations which it has 
suzgested to some of our contemporaries. It is little likely that we 
shall see Chinese labourers much nearer than Western America. 
There is some mysterious law which confines withia certain limits the 
emigration of this ingenious and, on the whole, adventurous people, 
and go long as there is a mere handful of them in India they need not 
be expected in Great Britain. But ships are certainly very different 
in many material respects from all other manufactured goods, as, in- 
deed, we know at this moment from the proceedings at Geneva. 
Since they possess the faculty of moving themselves it is immaterial 
in what part of the world they are constructed, so long az they are 
constructed at all under circumstances which admit of their being 
launched. It is really very far “com impossible that the English 
settlements on the Chinese coast may become the seat of a great 
shipbuilding industry. Coal and iron are pleatiful, and skilled labour 
of the best kind and in any quantity can be provided in a very short 
time for anybody who will be at the trouble to train his own work- 
men from among a population which is without a rival for industrial 
capacity. The fact that one single iron vessel has been built proves 
the probability, aad, indeed, the certainty, that several more will be 
constructed. 


The City correspondent of The Times, who first attempted to cone 
nect the building of this Sianghai vessel with the strikes of English 
workmen on the one hand, and with the influx of Chinese labour into 
the United States on the other, omitted to notice one very interesting 
aspect of the subject. Is it likely, in days of advancing democracy, 
thit the interference of the Chinese with the labour market would be 
successfully resisted} The agitation against the admission of Chinese 
labourers threatencd at one time to become extremely formidable in 
the United States, and is far from utterly dead at this moment. So 
far as it has failed, it has failed not because there was not abundant 
prejudice and abundant ignorance to appeal to in the American 
masses, but because the success of the movement was broadly and 
pilpably against the interest of the vast majority of the population. 
The ultimate resalt of the protective system adopted in the United 
States is that agreat majority engaged in agriculture are virtually de- 
pendent on a small minority engaged in manufactures for the comforts 
and couveniencces of life. An artificial limitation of the manufac- 
turing class by the exclusion of the Chinese was therefore s2en at 
once by the great agricultural majority to be an operation which they 
would have to pay for in the diminished supply or enhanced price of 
manufictured commodities. It is true that precisely the same 
reasoning ought properly to have opened their eyes to the true 
consequences of their protective tariff. Whether the foreigner com- 
pletes the wares in his own country or aids in producing them in 
yours, the principle which bids you to take advantage of his labour 
is precisely the same in both cases. Yet 8» plain a conclusion ag this 
does not appear to be drawn by the population distinguished above all 
others by the high average of its intelligence. Nor cin there be a 
more striking proof of the slender hold which the economical truths 
which are clearest to political economists have upon popniar opinion. 
The fact is the more interesting to us because if building-yards for 
iron ships arc really established at the Anglo-Chinese ports, the trade 
which conccive themselves to be injured and which unquestionably 
owe much of their present prosperity to the great demand for iron 
ships occasioned by the Suez Canal, can only invoke legislative assist- 
ance in the form of protective duties on China-built vessels. Fifty 
years ago this protection would have beenconceded without a moment’s 
hesitation. What are the real securities against its being obtained 
even now The Americin farmer, who is assuredly no fool, can see 
the folly of preventing a Chinaman from making shoes in America, bat 
pot that of preventing English shoes from entering the United States 
undec a moderate duty. What would it take to convincean English 
hammerer of iron plates that it is inexpedient to interfere with the 
construction of iron ships at Shangbai 3

F. de Lesveps, on behalf 
of the Canal Company, brought an action against Charles de Lesseps, 
claiming f.500,000 damages for libellous articles in a journal called the 
Canal des deux Mers, representing that the company hal levied in- 
equitable tonnage dues. The Court, while admitting that the articles 
complained of were violent, was of opinion that they had done no 
assignable damage to tue company, and they therefore dismissed F. de 
Lesseps’ suit with costs.

AMERICA AND JAPAN. 

At length the Japanese Ambassadors have exchanged the 
profuse hospitality of our American cousins for a less de- 
monstrative, but in no wise leas sincere, reception on our 
shores. The time chosen for their arrival is unfortunate. 
Six weeks ago they would have found London full of life, 
gaiety, and display ; now it is a desert. The upper classes 
of society have cne and all betaken themselves to the moors 
and streams ; the pavements are empty ; omnibuses, cabs, 
and vans are the sole remaining representatives of the count- 
less carriages which but the other day crowded the streets, 
and the publio offices are tenanted only by those unfortunate 
clerks whose juniority dooms them to work and toil in 
London during the months of August and September. The 
contrast thus afforded to the stirring bustle of New York 
will be striking but superficial, and by none will its true 
bearings be better understood than by the Japanese Ambas- 
sadors. In the East, where diplomacy is synonymous with 
cunning, and where, to a degree unknown to TaLLEYRAND, 
words are valuable only so far as they effectually conceal the 
thoughts, the habit of observation is trained to the highest 
pitch of perfection. The eye usurps the place of the ear, 
and brings to the touchstone of truth the protestations and 
professions of all people, nations and languages alike. To 
this crucial test the gushing hospitality offered to the 
Japanese Ambassadors in America has, no doubt, been sub- 
jected. It has been tried in the balance, the wheat has been 
separated from the chaff, and it iz safe to affirm that where 
private ends or political objects have been sought for in re- 
turn for complimentary speeches and costly entertainments, 
a strictly just debtor and creditor account has been noted in 
the confidential despatches of his Excellency Sion11 Tomomr 
Iwakura, to his supreme master, the Mikapo. 

If report speaks truly, the lengthened stay of the Embassy 
in America is to be accounted for by other reasons than bya 
desire on the part of the Ambassadors to make themselves 
acquainted with the people and products of the United 
States. It is said that, unmindful of the fate which befel a 
similar“attempt in the case of Burtincame’s Mission, General 
Grant’s Government has sought to conclude a convention 
with the Ambassadors. If this be true nothing could be more 
ill-judged. In China and Japan, where so many foreign 
interests have to be consulted, and where in all Treaties 
the favoured-nation clause holds a prominent place, a 
couvention separately concluded and without the con- 
currence of the other Treaty Powers, must fall to 
tho ground—witness the still-born convention negotiated 
by Sir Rutruerrorp ALcock at Peking. In that case the 
tariffs agreed upon by the English Minister were objected 
to by the representatives of other States, and as it was 
plainly impossible to have a sliding-scale of duties suitable 
to the requirements of the different nationalities, the conven- 
tion was not ratified. The same fate must inevitably await 
any Treaty which may have been separately concluded be- 
tween the Governments of America and Japan. It is, at the 
present time, the fashion in America to represent the alliance 
between that country and Japan as being closer and of a 
more confidential character than that existing between 
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Japan and the nations of Europe. This tone is to be de- 
precated in so far as it is likely to give rise to jealousy and 
suspicion among the Treaty Powers. The action of the 
Foreign Governments should be, in Japan, as identical as 
are foreign interests. We are quite willing to allow the- 
Japanese Government to draw its own conclusions as to the 
relative friendly intentions felt towards it by the Americans. 
and the Governments of Europe, but irritation is caused. 
amongst the people of the countries concerned, when 
a distinction is set up between the action of Com-. 
modore Perry in gaining his Treaty and that of those 
which followed after to the prejudice of the latter, and 
also in such statements as the one which has lately 
appeared to the effect that the Mixapo, by receiving the- 
American Admiral standing, had offered him a compliment 
not previously paid to the representative of any other nation. 
The Japavese Government is perfectly well aware how 
baseless are these distinctions. 





FROM BURMAH TO CHINA. 

WE are glad to find that Captain Sprre bas received sub- 
stantial assistance towards the accomplishment of his favo- 
rite scheme, to connect Burmah with Western China, by a 
short direct route for a rail or a tramway, from Rangoon to- 
Kiang Hung, in the Burman Shan State of that name, situ- 
ated contiguous to the Chinese city of Esmok, on the south- 
western frontier of that Empire. As we have not always 
been able to accept as entirely satisfactory Captain Sprre's. 
policy with regard to the Burmese, it affords us the greater 
pleasure to bear witness to his enterprise asa traveller, and 
the perseverance with which he has never ceased to urge the 
value of the route he has marked out. Into the merits of 
that route, over any other scheme, we will not now enter. 
The immense value of connecting China with British posses- 
sions, taking Rangoon as our starting point, and, by a com- 
paratively short line, striking 1,700 miles off the 2,000 that 
stand between Shanghai and the inland western froutier, is 80- 
apparent that it would be impertinent to enlarge upon its im- 
portance toour futureinterestsin China, Theroute which Cap- 
tain Spry traversed and marked out cannot fail—if its facili- 
ties be not over-rated—to be of infinitely greater value to the 
commercial world and the manufacturing interest—at least 
in the present generation—than any of the discoveries to- 
which Dr. Lrvinestone has devoted so many years. Indeed,. 
there is proof that Captain Spryz’s scheme was encouraged 
by the Government of the late Lord Dersy, for his Indian 
Secretary—the present Marquis of SatisBury, then Lord 
CraNBourNE—directed the survey of the whole proposed 
line, and no less than 249 miles were actually surveyed and 
found to disclose no engineering difficulty of moment, and 
necessitating only a single tunnel of cne mile long. On 
the retirement of the Dersy Ministry, however, it was found 
impossible to induce their successors to take any interest in 
the matter, and accordingly, notwithstanding repeated ap- 
peals from Commercial Chambers and Associations, the sub- 
ject has been “put to sleep” from that day to this. The 
Halifax Chamber of Commerce, however, are not so easily 
lulled as Foreign Secretaries may desire—especially when 
they feel convinced that they are in the right. Ac- 
cordingly, stung with the neglect they have had to en- 
dure from the present Government, the Halifax Chamber 
have passed a resolution which ought to make Earl GRANVILLE 
blush at Osborne, and even Mr. GLapsTone’s ears tingle in 
far Hawarden. They have resolved “no further to address 
“Her Majesty’s Ministers, but, instead thereof, to petition 
“the House of Commons,” praying for a Committee to examine 
the whole question. And, accordingly, the petition, which 
was drawn up by the Council of the Chamber in favour of 
the scheme, was presented on the 4th instant by Lord 
Freperick C. CavenpisH, member for the North Division of 
the West Riding of Yorkshire, and the private secretary to 
the Premier! With commendable energy, which we doubt not 
will find many imitators, the Halifax Chamber have adopted 
the further course of printing their petition, and forwarding 
copies of it to other Commercial Associations and the Press. 
It will be hard indeed if Ministers are not shamed into com- 
pleting the remnant of the survey left unfinished by Lord 
CranpournE, We think that Captain Spryz has already 
made out a good prima facie case in favour of his line. And, 
as we firmly believe in the truth of the motto, which he ex- 
tracts from Macauxay, that “those projects which abridge 
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“ distance bave done most for the civilisation and happiness 
“of mankind,” we commend the Halifax petition to the pe- 
rusal of our readers, and trust to see it followed up by 
similar action in other Chambers. 








Some of the humorists, who delight in contrasting the pe- 
culiarities of men, are making merry over the circumstance 
of the First Commissioner of Works being brought in official 
contact with the Japanese Embassy Jast Monday at the 
Kensington Museum. The brusque and overbearing manner 
of the “ genial” Ayrton was well-known before his recent 
rupture with Dr. Hooker. How he got on with the ultra- 
courteous representatives of the Mrxapo is not known ; but 
two theories respecting the probable result of the interview 
have been propounded. One is that Iwakura, having already 
had the advantage of seeing in Earl GRANVILLE a fine example 
ofan English gentleman, may possibly regard Mr. AYRTON as 
an exceptional curiosity on view at the Museum. The other 
is that the dignified courtesy of his visitors may convert the 
First Commissioner into a CHESTERFIELD—but this opinion 
finds few supporters. 


Tue Panthay Envoys and suite have visited the Observa- 
tory at Greenwich. Under the guidance of Sir Georez 
Arey, the Astronomer Royal, they inspected the various 
departments, and were much interested in the explanations 
afforded them of the scientific instruments and mechanical 
appliances employed. Mr. Dovetas, of the British Museum, 
attended as 'nterpreter. 





THE JAPANESE EMBASSY. 

The members of the Japanese Embassy were entertained at 
dinner by Lord and Lady Granville on the 19th inst., and after- 
wards visited the International Exhibition, which was brilliantly 
lighted up for the occasion. On the following day they proceeded 
to Brighton, were present at the reading of a paper before the 
Geographical Section of the British Association by Mr. Mossman, 
and were subsequently entertained at luncheon by Mr. Burrows, 
the Mayor of Brighton. There were no speeches, but the Mayor, 
in a few sentences assured Iwakura of the welcome Brighton gave 
him as chief Ambassador from Japan. Iwakura replied in his 
own language, with thanks to his host and hostess, aud expressed 
on behalf of himself and colleagues their deep fecling at the warm 
reception they had experienced. The Ambassadors returned to 
London in the evening, and attended a concert held in the Albert 
Hall. On the 21st the Embassy paid a second visit to Brighton,and 
in company with Sir Harry Parkes they inspected the aquarium, 
which was cpened last week. Their next provincial visit will be 
to Liverpool, where, as we have already stated, a banquet is to be 
given in their honour by the Chamber of Commerce of that town. 
We understand that Mr. Robert Sloan, surgeon to the Embassy, 
is engaged in writing a work descriptive of its establisment and 
objects, which is shortly to be published. 
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MR. MOSSMAN ON THE CITY OF YEDO. 

On the 20th inst. a paper on ‘‘ The City of Yedo”’ was read before 
the British Association at Brighton by Mr. Samuel Mossman (for- 
merly of the North China Herald). During the reading the Japanese 
Ambassadors and their suite, accompanied by Sir Harry Parkes, 
occupied seats which had been reserved for them. 

Mr. Mossman, referring frequently to a native plan of the city of 
Yedo, forty feet equare, on a scale of cight inches to the mile, began 
by describing the position of the town. The name of the city signi- 
fied ‘‘ River's Door,” derived from the cntrance to the O.gava or 
“© Great River,” which divided it into two parts. In 1868 its title 
was altered by the Mikado to Taukei, or ‘‘ Eastern Capital,” on his 
taking up his residence there, after the expulsion and deposition of 
the Shiogoon, whore ancestors had ruled over its inhabitants for many 
centuries. According to the plan he now exhibited, prepared by 
native surveyors, the circumference of the city had been computed 
approximately at twenty-four miles, and ils area at thirty-six square 
miles. Yedo proper was divided into three parts, called Siro, “ The 
Castle ;” Soto Siro, ‘‘ Ontside the Castle ;” and Midzi, or town and 
suburbs. Siro, with a circumference of nearly five miles, and cover- 
jog an area of nearly two square miles, contained the palaces of the 
late Shiogoon, now appropriated by the Mikado. These, surrounded 
by ramparts and a moat, formed a strongcitadel. Outside these ram- 
parts were asecond and third line of defence, formed by high walls 
and several canals. In these quarters were the palaces of the great 
daimiog, or nobles, the halls of the Legislature and Council cf State, 
and the cffices of the Administration. From the palace of the Mikado, 
which rose in the centre high above the others. rose a equare tower of 
several stories, richly ornamented. The two Royal palaces had not, 
however, the character of magnificence which had been attributed to 
them; on the contrary, they exhibited that entire simplicity, 
both within and without, which distinguished all Japanese 
buildings cxcept temples. Within the precincts of the Siro 
there was neither temple nor dwelling of any ordinary citizen ; 
nobles and their rctinues alone being privileged .to reside in 
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this Imperial quarter. Almost every residence was surrounded by 
& moat crossed by private bridges, leading into the main thorough- 
fares, where the canals were spanned by eighteen public bridges. By 
the side of the principal canal there was a beaatiful promenade, and 
the public walks round the castle were picturesquely Jaid out and 
kept ecrupulously clean. The palaces of the daimios were plain, even 
to a fault, and all the stories of the splendour of the palaces of Yedo 
were mere fictions, Across the onter canal was the celebrated 
“ Bridge of Japan,” built of cedarwood, with balustrades ornamented 
with designs in copper. Jt was situated in the grand street of Ycdo, 
which was about fifty paces wide, and ran from north-east to west 
through the city for a dietance of twelve miles. Beyond these points 
the thoroughfare was continued ina northerly dizection through the 
island of Nip-pon to Hakodadi, in the Isle of Yesso, and in a south- 
west direction to Nagasaki, in the Isle of Kiu-eiu, forming a con- 
tinuous road that would compare favourably with our own turnpike 
roads, of not much less than 1,000 miles in length. From this bridge 
all distances in the realm were calculated. The Japanese had from 
an early period recognised the advantages fo be derived from good 
roads and the means of rapid communication between the provinces 
and the capital. The barbarous customs which had caused several 
foreigners to be cut down for not prostrating themselves when the 
procession of some great daimio was passing along this road were 

appily being abolished by the enlightened progress made onder 
the new Government of the Mikado. After describing the palaces of 
the daimios and the fifteen great temples in the outer circle of the 
capita], he remarked that the Soto Siro was laid out in regular streete, 
wide and narrow, nearly all at right angles and remarkably 
straight. After conflugrations, which were frequent and destruc- 
tive, the authorities compelled the builders to conform to a plan 
by which streets of fifty or sixty yardsin width would be formed, and 
to erect buildings of a more substantial kind than the present bamboo 
and paper houses. To the east of the Castle was the business quarter, 
inhabited hy the trading classes. The quarter was divided into 
seventy-eight districts, which could be isolated by large wooden gates, 
always guarded by policemen. A great part of the remaining subur- 
ban district was inhabited by industrious agriculturists, neat little 
villages being dotted about among the rice fields, vegetable gardens, 
and orchards. There were also some extensive pleasure gardens. 
Here also were to be seen some of the most spacious domtins and town 
residences of the great daimios, such as Mito, Ovari, and Kango. 
These covered » superficies of ncarly three square miles, where for- 
merly the retainers of each, about 10,000 in number, were quartered 
in barracks. Entering into a detailed description of the remaining 
divisions of the city, he described the great canal system of the country, 
and concluded by giving an approximate estimate of the population of 
the city. The class of retainers of the duimios had been reduced to a 
minimum, and this formidable body of armed men would no longer 
overawe the industrious and peaceful citizens. On the other band, 
the Imperial soldiers of the garrison had been greatly auginented, and 
it was hoped that they would maintain law and order in the capital. 
There was also a prospect that the ecclesiastics and officials would be 
reduced in number, so that the population would probably show a 
diminution for some time 10 ccme : but the prospect of iti prosperity 
under the legitimate rule of the Mikado and his new Government 
were most encouraging, and with a continued progress ia its public 
works and the introduction of institutions on European models, Yedo 
bade fair to be, before long, the London of the Far Mast. 

Sir Harry Parkes, at the conclusion of the paper, said he was glad 
to have an opportunity of supplementing, by a few remarkeg, the ex- 
cellent paper which had just been read. In the last few paragraphs Mr. 
Mosgman had justly described Yedo as being ina transition state, the 
city sharing, of course, with the whole of Japan the great changes oc- 
curring in that country. One of these changes which some mizht ob- 
ject to as interfering with the picturesque appearance of the capital, 
was the introduction of the railway. This, however, was but one of 
tle many improvements introduced by the present Government. In 
order to understand the present position of Japan it was necessary to 
go back in the history of the country for some ten or twelve yeara, 
when our relations with Japan practically commenced. Our commer- 
cial relations with the country dated from the ycar 1858. Prior to that 
time Japan had followed a system of strict exclusion with respect to 
foreigners, and it would, therefore, be understood how difficult it was 
for the Japanese Government to accept a system of thoroughly free 
intercourse with otber nations. The parties in that country were greatly 
divided, and political opposition among a population always armed 
vas likely to take a much more incisive turn than among ourselves, 
and for some years the European residents in the country suffered con- 
siderable inconvenience. The difficulty was rendered greater by the 
peculiar condition of the country, which was divided and subdivided 
among a large number of powerful noblemen, cach having his own 
laws, with power of life and death over his own people. It be- 
came evident very soon to some great men in Japan that this minute 
division of the country was no longer compatible with progress and the 
improvements to be gained by intercourse with the rest of the world. 
Politically they were but a rope of sand, and it was foreseen that it 
would be extremely difficult to curry on their relation with foreign 
Powers and to fulfil the obligations they had entered into without re- 
casting their institutions and combining the divisions of Jupanintoa 
whole. Solidarity, unity, and a ceutral Government were necessary to 
enable Japan to carry out her engagements with the world. ‘This in- 
volved nothing less than a surrender of the high privileges possessed 
by the eighteen great daimios and the 240 minor daimios. It was ne- 
cessary that there should be a central Government, and the question 
was who should be the ruler. The Shiogoon was objccted to on the 
ground that he was a subject and uot a Sovereign, as we hid fora long 
time erroneously belicved. He was, in fact, intrusted with the 
administration of the Empire, but his powers were not Sovercign, 
and when it became desirable and necessary that Japan should 
be represented towards foreign Powers by a Sovcreizn, it wat found 
necessary to restore the Mikado to the exercise of the functions of a 
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sovereign. The surrender of the power of the great nobles had been 
made since 1868, very much to the benefit of Japan in general, and 
the country had now one united Government instead of a divided 
authority. This was a subject of congratulation for all foreign Powers, 
because the central Government had now the power of protecting 
them which the divided Government never possessed. Another im- 
menge advantage was the power the Japanese now had of concentra- 
tion, the resources of the country and undertaking works of a general 
and public character, and since the change to which he had referred 
an astonishing advance had been made in this respect, although it 
should be remembered that the formation of the Government was not 
yet completed. During that time a railway system and a telegraph 
system had been introduced and the new currency given to the country 
—a good account to be rendered for two or three yeara of govern- 
ment. Coming to the point which more nearly concerned this section, 
he remarked that geographers might hope to share in the increasing 
toleration shown to foreigners. Under the Treaty, foreigners were 
not at liberty to go to any great distances from the port, but the 
Minister and Legation had a right to go through the country, and 
this privilege had been freely exercised. He had himself had oppor- 
tunities of crossing the country in several directions, and he might 
mention that a lady who kad been resident there had also travelled 
through the country and ascended the highest mountain peak 
in the island, about 14,400ft. above the sea, and wherever she 
had gone she had been treated as well as if she had been tra- 
velling in her own country. It might, therefore, be hoped that in 
future years those privileges now confined to the Legationa would be 
extended toall foreigners. The Japanese Government had shown 
themselves very liberal in assisting our marine surveyors. The sea be- 
tween the Japanese Islands and the main line had been thoroughly 
surveyed, and the officers making the survey had always met with a 
warm and cordial reception from the people. We now know pretty 
well the outline of the coast, and what was now wanted for the bene- 
fit of Japan, not legs than for the benefit of other nations, was that 
the physical geography of the country should be studied. If they 
would make use of such knowledge as they bould obtain from us, they 
would be able to turn the undoubtedly large resources of the country 
to a goodaccount. What had been done hitherto was a very good 
earnest of what would be accomplished. The very fact of these gen- 
tlemen from Japan being present justified him in saying this, seeing 
that the chief of these gentlemen had taken a part second to none in 
working out those great changes which had been spoken of, and had 
been ably supported in that great work by others present. These gen- 
tlemen had come with the professed object of finding out how far what 
they observed in this country was applicable to Japan, and in this fact 
he saw reason to hope that in future all the foreign relations of Japan 
would be conducted on as liberal a footing as we desired. It could not 
be supposed that they would go back and treat us in an illiheral spirit. 
Here they would have opportunities of observing that monarchical in- 
stitutions, were consistent with the greatest freedom of the subject, 
and that the very best way of encouraging a people to develop the 
resources of a country and its commerce was to leave individual enter- 
terprise unfettered and unshackled by State interference. (Cheers.) 

Sir John Bowring, a8 the first Minister to the Court of Yedo, ex- 
pressed the great interest he felt in the welfare of the Japanese, and 
congratulated this country on having the services of Sir Harry Parkes, 
who had in every position of difficulty and danger—and no man had 
passed through more difficult or dangerous rituations —worthily and 
well represented the great interests of his country. Sir John Bowring 
said he had been exceedingly interested and instructed in watchiag 
the capacities of the Japanese. The Chinese, on the other hand, 
were not willing to receive instruction. They said :—We have better 
philozophers and men of higher intelligence than any you have ever 
been able to produce ; your language ig not wotth studying, and you 
tell us that the earth goes round the sua when we know by our senses 
that it does not. If you won’t use your eyes and believe what you 
see, you must be deaf to all teaching and instruction, and we will 
have nothing to do with you. The spirit of the Japanese was a re- 
markable cortrast to this. They came among us not only holding 
out the hand of friendship, but prepared to Gnd and receive instruc- 
tion. It was to him especially a source of the highest gratification to 
see a number of Japaneze noblemen coming from their country, many 
thousand miles away, and interesting themselves in the proceedings 
of the British Asgociation. 











REFORM IN JAPAN. 


(PALL MALL GAZETTE. ) 

Tn an age of wonders the thorough revolution which appears to be 
in progress in Japan is one of the most wonderful. The Japanese 
have sent commissioners to visit Europe and the United States, and 
there to notice whatever appears to them worth seeing. They have, 
though we believe that the fact ia not generally known, retained a 
Scotch advocate to prepare for them a code of laws; the Mikado, 
who had hitherto, as it would seem, had almost a mythical existence 
in Japan itself, is, it appears, about to issue a new religion, after due 
consultation with the membera of various sects, and so reasonable in it- 
self that all persons will be expected to conform toit. We have reason 
to believe that the activity of the Government in every department of 
affairs is extraordinarily great. The administrative work of the coun- 
try is now carried on by departments organised after European models. 
One of two inferences from the facts would appear to be inevitable ; 
either the Japanese Government must have a degree both of power 
and enlightenment in comparison with the general body of the people 
of which we can hardly form an estimate, or the effect upon the people 
themselves of the admission of foreigners and foreign ways of thought 
must have been something which our experience hardly enables us to 
describe—it must have produced upon them an effect like the change 
from darkness to light. Probably each inference is something like 
the truth, but if this is so, the question naturally suggests itself, why 
was the old policy of entire seclusion persisted in so long, and why 
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was it abandoned only in deference to virtual force? Perhaps it may 
be replied that this policy in itself, and the steadiness with which it 
was pursued, show great force and persistency in the Government; 
and it might he fairly argued that the policy ia itself contained nothing 
which might not he plausibly defended. ‘The establishment of the 
Dutch colonial empire, and of our own Indian empire, must have pro- 
duced the most. profound impression throughont every part of what we 
vaguely call the Est, and the jealous restrictions under which the 
Chinese laid all foreizners till very lately indeed would naturally afford 
a strong precedent to Japan, to which China must have stood very much 
in the position in which Continental Europestands tothe British Islands. 
Of all these changes the most remarkable by far is the religious 
change which is said to be about to be made by the Mikado. The 
really extraordinary part of the story, the part which makes it diffi- 
cult not to believe that there must be some mistake or overstatement 
in the accounts received of a matter of which we know go little, is 
that it ascribes a religious revolution to the estiblished head of an 
existing religion. Whether the characteristically ingenious notion 
of the Spectator that the position of the Mikado gives him a distinct 
power over the minda and wills of mankind is true or false, and what- 
ever may he the real nature of his position, it is obvious that he is at 
the very least a semi-sicred personage, and the very crown of the re- 
ligious edifice of Japan. That such a person should be open to the 
influences of the age, that he should seek to act upon the hearts and 
consciences of his fellows, and especially that he should wish to act 
upon them in the direction in which they are already being pushed 
by the current of events. ia in itself the strangest of all strange 
things. These considerations throw n good deal of doubt on the whole 
story in our minds. It is difficult to imagine a more singular problem 
than is conveyed by the question, What sort of religion would appear 
rational and self-evident to a Japanese Mikado suddenly brought into 
contact with the more energetic forms of modern European progress 
and civilization ?

The arrival in England just now of foreign dignitaries is nothing 
uncommon; but the fact of such august personages as the Japanese 
Ambassadors being amongst us gives rise to the hope that a brighter 
future awaits their country. We hear that the Mikado of Japan has 
burst the fetters which have for thousands of years rendered that So- 
vereign and his predecessors invisible even to their own subjects, and 
is about to visit Europe and the United States. The inhabitants of the 
outer world were till recently termed barbarians; but now the Mi- 
kado intends travelling amongst them for the purpose of witnessing 
Western civilisation, and for his own benefit. There can be little doubt 
but that he will return a wiser man. The clouds seem parting 
which have go long hung over the Japanese, for as they become better 
acquainted with the habits and customs of other countries, a higher 
degree of civilisation will follow, and the power of the Christian 
faith be made more manifest. One who has thrown off the castoms 
of centuries is not a reformer who will stop short of benefiting his 
subjects substantially, and a trip to Europe is calculated to give him 
the requisite insight.

The presence in this country of an Embassy from Japan is signi- 
ficant in the extreme. It testifies to the practical entry into the family 
of nations of a people in every way fitted to take their part in the 
civilised world, though until quite recently they have been isolated from 
that world. Thirteen years azo Japan was a country parcc!led out 
under the rule of a great number of petty chiefs, without a central go- 
vernment of any power or influcnze ; it was virtually a terrd incognita 
to the outside world ; and there were no signs of either social, political, 
or material progress in it. Now, all is changed. Japan has become 
acquainted with the most modern forms of civilisation in nearly all its 
phases, and it has exhibited an alacrity in entering into the spirit and 
practice of that civilisation alike unexpected and satisfactory. The 
Japanese Ambassadors have come some twelve thousand miles to observe 
what in Europe is “applicable to Japan.” A considerable foreign trade has 
already been developed in that country, and internal improvements in the 
government, the communications, the commerce, and the social status 
of Japan have been made, or are in process of application. It may be 
doubted if the present condition and past progress of Japan are at all 
generally understood in this country, But the presence of the Embassy 
at the Brighton meeting, the paper read there by Mr. Mosstnan on the 
capital of the country, and the speeches delivered on the whole subject 
by Sir Harry Parkes and Sir John Bowring, ought to have the effect of 
making England know what hasbeen and is really going on in that 
distant land, The statements of Sir Harry Parkes aud Mr. Mossman 
will possibly have appeared to most people in Englan‘ in the light of new 
revelations. The prevailing impression is probably that the Japanese as 
@ nation are to be clacsed with the Chinese, and that their country will 
be barred to us by insurmountable prejudices against foreigners. If 
such impressions have obtaincd they ought to be dissipated for ever. 
It is, as we have beon reminded, only some twelve years since 
we first entered into rclations with the Japanese, and although 
we made what scemed at first an exceedingly bad and discourag- 
ing start, our progress in cultivating the friendship and gaining 
the esteem of this people bas been of late rapid and encouraging. 
But a few years ago we heard of nothing from Japan but attacks on 
and murders of foreigners; of armed resistance to all entrance into 
the country ; and of apparently rooted antipathy to us and our trade. 
Now, as we have seen, we have Japancse Ambassadors attending the 
meeting of the British Association, keen, clever, well-informed, and 
sagacious men, anxious to learn of the civilisation of the West. During 
all our Jong intercourse with China we have scarcely been uble to bring 
them to adopt any of our well-known developments. of civilised life. 
But already in Japan a short railway has becn made, n telegraph line 
has been established, and other improvements of a material nature are 
veing effectel. There is, or at all events was, a strony party in Japan 
adverse to this policy, But the action of the Government and the in- 
fluence of the more enlightened section of the nation are evidently too 
strong for the reactionary party. Even the Daimios, or nobles, them- 
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selves seem to have seen the necessity of conforming to the movement, 
and have become resigned to the loss of power and privilege. Japan 
has, as it were, been inoculuted with a new and subtle influence that 
has fairly taken possession of her, and is now in process of pervading 
her whole system. We have here no dull and provokingly conservative 
people like the Chinese to deal with, if we are to accept the contrast 
between the two races so vividly drawn by Sir John Bowring at Brighton. 
We have had to force ourselves and our trade upon both these people. 
But whereas in the case of the Chinese we have been half a century 
striving, to win our way, and have even now only succeeded in main- 
taining our position, half by force and half by abstaining from push- 
ing our trade too strongly, we have in the other case, after 
the first inevitable misunderstandings were over, made such rapid 
progress as to promise a lasting, close, anil extensive intercourse. The 
Japanese Government are gradually but firmly taking up the govern- 
ment of the country into their own hands, and are thus becoming able 
to keep the native Chiefs in control, and to protect tho foreign traders, 
whom they have had the sense to see can enrichand benefit the country. 
Luckily, too, the ruler of Japan is a man of intelligence and energy. 
Japan is not to be classed with China any more. There has been bond 
Jide progress and development in the newly-opened country. Tho pre- 
sence, the aims, and the demeanour of the Japanese Ambassadors has 
testified to this. And even the presence amongst us of the Mikado 
himself could scarcely asaure us more thoroughly of the fact. 





OUR CONSULAR SERVICE ABROAD. 


(SPECTATOR.) 

The same problem ever recurs. How is the maximum of work and 
efficiency to be secured with the minimum of cost? But where the 
service to be rendered is so great, and the actual cost so infinitesi- 
mally small in comparison with the value of the trade and industrial 
interests at stake, we cannot help thinking it is possible to dwell too 
exclusively on the question of cost, and that a larger and broader 
view of the true interests of the country would rather indicate libe- 
rality than parsimony. Yet this spirit of saving and paring down to 
the barest limita all expenditure, seems to be the rock on which all 
the committees have struck, with great damage to the final result of 
their labours. Some timid suggestions are made, and improved sala- 
ries or retiring allowances are faintly indicated as desirable, but there 
is a halting and half hearted character in all these results of the col- 
lective wisdom of the Committee. They reflect very much the temper 
and the tendencies of the House, which, in the midst of great reck- 
lessness in voting public money, is nevertheless always striving after 
small economics. We are truc to our old habit of spending a great 
deal of money, without spending quite enough to make any service 
thoroughly effective ; and there cannot be a more false or pernicious 
economy. The small sums saved year by year in the Estimates are 
liable to be sacrificed in a lump by some critical error, due to a want 
of efficiency at some particular hour and to the employment of inferior 
men. The public service of a great country cannot be adequately 
provided for on the commercial principle of accepting the lowest 
tender. Efficiency must be the primary object, and the avoidance of 
superfluous expenditure may fitly be combined, but only with due 
regard to the first. In great public departments true economy is more 
generally to be secured by good organisation and the careful clas- 
sification of men and work, than by any great reductions either in 
salaries or numbers, unless these have been allowed to assume 
extravagant proportions by long neglect and jobbery. What a 
Select Committee on the Consular Service had to do therefore was plain 
enough. They had to satisfy themselves whether the Establishment 
was unnecessarily large, too much divided and ecattered, or too highly 
paid, and then distinctly specify in what directions improvement or 
reforms were needed. Something of this has been done, but in a 
strangely partial and imperfect way. Whether redundancies actually 
exist and where, whether any and what economy can be effected by 
better organisation and distribution, or by concentration in some 
countries, and by further extension in others, and where each is needed, 
are all points which, as we have eaid, are here and there touched upon 
in a cautious way ; but the whole matter is left much as they found it, 
and referred to the wisdom and discretion of the Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, or the Foreign Office department in reality. For 
instance, in one section, referring to the service in China and Japan, 
they say :—“ Some increase of expenditure may probably be required 
for more liberal outfits, which, in certain cases, appear to be required ; 
also, by an allowance of a certain number of years in calculating pen- 
sions which should be granted in tropical or unhealthy climates, as 
well as in China and Japan. There also may be some cost entailed 
by more liberal leave of absence ; but your committee desire to leave 
the responsibility of initiating and apportioning these things to the 
Executive Government. Abundant evidenco is before them that such 
increased cost may be more than met—1. By reduction of redundant 
posts. 2. By the employment of young men ag subordinate officers. 
3. By the extended employment of residents, whether natives or 
English, as onpaid vice-consuls.” 


Or take, again, the mode in which they deal with a proposition of 
Mr. Christie tor the amalgamation of the Consular and Diplomatic 
work in Sonth America :—‘ There seems a reasonable prospect of ex- 
penditure being reduccd by some further consolidation of the Consular 
and Diplomatic functions. An interesting paper by Mr. Christie, 
which will be found in the appendix, treats in detail on this subject, 
and without endorsing his views to their full extent, your committee 
recommend that they should be seriously considered, and that the 
experiment should be tried in South America, where well-founded 
complaints of the coat of living prevail, and where the diplomatic ser- 
vice is of a special character.” 


This is not materially to help on the work of reconstruction, if such 
be needed. We think with them that the evidence of competent wit- 
neases plainly shows the Consular Service is atill, and likely to con- 
tinue, much ‘‘ too varied in ite character and arrangements to be t h

subject of such organisation and classification as is applicable to other 
branches of the Civil Service.” But still they are disposed to insist 
that “ the paid Consular officers should be separated by some definite 
mark or title from those whose unpaid gervices are accepted.” We 
confess we do not in the least understand by what process of reasoning 
they arrive at the conclusion that “ until this is done, it is impossible 
to make use of unpaid service to the extent which the interests of the 
country require, without opening the objection which arises very natu- 
rally from merchants who may be rivals in trade, that exceptional 
privileges and unfair advantages are thus conferred.” Assuming this 
were secured, what possible difference would it make? As it is, and 
as a general rule, merchants and others know perfectly well which 
Consular officers are paid, and which are. unpaid, at any port, but we 
never heard that the knowledge of the fact in any degree lessened the 
valid objections to the unpaid service. The chief objection to the 
unpaid is that they must of necessity be allowed to trade, and thus 
gain a certain advantage by their official privileges and position over 
the other traders. That objection, which is perfectly well founded, 
can in no degree be affected by the notoriety of the fact that such an 
official receives no salary. 





Foreign Intelligence. 


GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Hampore, Ave, 20. 

_ We are stil] in the midst of the dead season, politics are at a discount, 
and the editors of German newspapers are put to their wits’ end to find 
matter wherewith to fill the columns, because the inevitable shower of 
frogs, the cnormous gouseberry, and ice as thick as a shilling will not go 
down in this country. The approaching meeting of the three Emperors 
at Berlin is therefore hailed by them as a Godsend, and is commented on 
in different lights, according to their real or pretended opinions, and here 
they have discovered a wonderful mare's nest, which is that the meeting 
has no political importance, but is to decide a question of Court etiquette, 
und settle who is to take precedence, who is to follow, and who is to 
bring up the rear. It is amusing to read the different learned lucrubra- 
tions on the subject, and the gravity with which they support their own 
viewa, and try to refute those of their rivals. Thus, for instance, one of 
them insists that the Emperor Alexander is entitled to take precedence 
of the others, because the Russian Empire is the oldest of the three ; 
whilst another supports the claim of Austria to have the pas, as having 
been seven vears longer on the throne, though they admit that per- 
sonally the Emperor lranz-Joseph is twelve years younger than Alex- 
ander IT, 

‘Tis sad there should such squabbles be, 

'Twixt Tweedledum and Tweedledee. 
But these gentlemen appear to have overlooked, or are most likely 
ignorant of the fact that the whole question of precedence now in dis- 
pute was settled neurly sixty years ago, at the Congress of Vienna, when 
it was arranged that States should take rank and precedence according 
to the position of the initial letter of their country (in Fronch) in the 
alphabet ; and that is the reason that in all International State Treaties, 
Austria (A uétriche) always stands at the head of the aignatures, whilst 
England, not as Angleterre, but as Grande Bretagne, takes her place 
lower down under the letter G, not only after France, but any sinaller 
States,snchas Belgium and Denmark. If this question of etiquette should 
really be revived, and Prince Metternich’s proposal have to undergo the 
process of confirmation, it follows logically that the Emperor Wilhelm 
is entitled to precedence over everyone else, even Austria, because A lle- 
magne comes undoubtedly before A ustriche in a dictionary. 

The Berlin papers state, as significant proof of the political calm that 
prevails at present in ‘jermany, that there is not one single member of 
the Royal Family resi ling at this moment in the capital, and that all the 
Ministers are also absent. 

In the obituary of the last fortnight are the names of several'persons 
of note, among whom may be mentioned two of the oldest representa. 
tives of the drama in the persons of Carl and Emil Devrient, Count 
Eberhard von Stolberg—Wernigerode, President of the Prussian Her- 
renhaus, or House of Lords, and Civil Governor of the province of 
Silesia. The deceased Count, who diel at the ripe old age of eighty- 
nine, was the territorial possessor of the Brocken mountains and nearly 
the whole of the Hartz mountains; in former times he was a reigning 
potentate under the Einporors of Germany. The death of Privy Coun- 
cillor von Abeken is also reported, a man of great talents and learning, 
an intimate friend and right hand man of Prince Bismark, and a great 
favourite of the present Emperor and the late King Frederick William 
IV. He was educated for the Church, and was duly consecrated, after 
which he went to Egypt for some years, and was very successful in 
making archreological discoveries and interpreting the hieroglyphics of 
the country. On his return he was employed in the Foreign-ottice, and 
generally accompanied the King on his journeys. 

At the last examination of the students of the School for Medicine at 
Berlin, out of thirtecn only two passed as ‘‘ good” in anatomy, one of 
whom was a young Japanese named Satoo. What a degree of intelli- 
gence and application this young man must have possessed is best shown 
by the fact that he was sent to Berlin by his father, and arrived there 
in Novomber, 1869, quite alone, aud without understanding a word of 
German, which language he had to learn before commencing his study of 
medicine. Fortunately he fell into the hands of a well-cducated tutor, 
who took great interest in his intelligent pupil, aud braught him on so 
rapidly that at the end of five months he was master of the German lan- 
guage, and in six months more had acquired asufficient knowledge of other 
things—iucluding Latin— to pass a little-go und be entered asa stu- 
dent of medicine. His father is said to be the Physician of the Mikado, 
and enjoys a great reputation inJapan as a clevcr surgeon and operator, 
he has founded a native clinical and medical school at Yedo that is much 
frequented by the Japanese youths, and where young Satoo no doubt saw 
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and learned much of the practical part of the profession, but without 
acquiring the most distant knowledge of any of the auxiliary attain- 
ments and sciences, Satoo is the first that has distinguished himself 
abroad; but he has nearly seventy young fellow-countrymen, who are 
also studying at Berlin, and who are doing their utmost to cmulate the 
success achieved by their friend, whilst they state thata fresh batch of 
young Japanese are now on their way to pursue their studics at the 
Germun metropolia. 

The Russian Telegraph Department gives nolice that the inundations 
caused by the overflowing of the Amoor and Schilka have done a deal 
of damage, and broken the telegraphic communication; however, a 
good dea] has ben repaired, but there is still a section of some twenty 
wersts where nothing can be done at present, as the country is still under 
water, Jn the meantime telegrams ure sent over this gap by boats. In 
the Trans-Baikal province, too, the Selenga, Uda, Nertsha, und Ku- 
junka have overflowed their banks, und destroyed the telegraph lines 
in several places. 

The Golos states that a new company js in course of formation, with 
a capital of 2,400,000 roubles, in 2,400 shares, for the purpose of pro 
secuting the trade between Russia and Central Asia. The ‘‘ Statutes” 
have already been sent to the Ministers for War and Finance for their 
approbation, after obtaining which they will be laid before the Em- 
peror for his confirmation. 

The Government of the Sandwich Islands having applied to Germany 
for an efficient musician as bandmaster und instractor of military music, 
a former bandsman of the second Regiment of Foot Guards, named 
Heinrich Berger, lias been selected for the post, and is already on his 
way out. The terms of his engagement are very liberal, as he is to re- 
ceive a salary of $3,600 per annum, with free quarters and board, en- 
joying, moreover, the rank of officer, and preserving during his absence 
(five years) his claim to promotion and pension in the German army. 

COMMERCIAL. 

The holders of new Teas are very reticent, and by no means inclined 
to sell at present rates, so that only 84/4 chests of fine Pekoe have 
changed hands. Cassia Lignca continues indemand at 9} to 10. Pepper 
fa looking up, as the scason for its largest consumption is approaching, 
and prices have already somewhat improved; Singapore sclls at 73, 
Penang at 64, and white 16 sch. beo. Of Spelter some small transactions 
are announced, amounting on the aggregate to 2,000 centners at about 
15 mks. beo.

; HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
Rorrgapam, Aug. 21. 

The news brought here by the last mail from Java is most disappoint- 
ing. The Jara Courant publishes what the Java Bode calls “‘ The 
Agrarian Inheritance of the Minister van Bosse,” viz., two Roya 
decrees putting in operation the Agrarian Law—the ‘to be or not to 
be?” of the Dutch East Indies. You will remember that when this 
Bill was carried it was greeted as the first step in a right direction, 
which would lead to the general welfare of Java, and to the abolition 
of the squeezing ‘‘ culture-system,” and to the promotion of private in- 
dustry. The Law, however, decided only the principle of the measure, 
leaving its execution, or, rather, the conditions of its execution, to be 
fixed by a special Royal decree. This was at last issued at the instiga- 
tion of Mr. de Waal, the Liberal Minister, but the conditions were 
such as to reduce the Law to a dead letter. Further action was neces- 
sary, and another Liberal Minister, Mr. van Bosse, was charged with 
the task of applying the Law. But he has also been proved to have 
very strange ideas of Liberalism. There is in these decrecs not the 
least sign of an attempt to solve the Colonial question, and to inangu- 
rate a more promising future for the colony, Considering the magni- 
tude of the interests involved, the prevailing apathy, the inaction of our 
Ministers in reference to the solution of questions affecting the well-being 
of our colonies is truly astounding. The manner in which we govern the 
millions of inhabitants which people our Indian possessions is shameful, 
and it seems that our Government has decided to wait until the dis- 
eontent prevailing amongst the natives is actively manifested, and they 
utterly refuse to be squeezed for the benefit of the Dutch Treasury. 
It was more than time for the introduction of reforms, and the 
Agrarian Law offered the opportunity. A Liberal Ministry held the 
reins of the Government, but nevertheless we have again entered upon 
a period of repose, nay, of dceny. The conditions which have been 
framed by Mr. van Bosse are the meanest and most unjust to which the 
law could be subjected, and will entirely prevent the introduction of 
European capital into Java, which was one of the chief objects of the 
Bill. Our Opposition papers will, of course, make a good deal of nok 
tical capital out of these decrees, and indecd they are quite right to de- 
monstrate that our Liberal Ministers have hitherto done more harm than 
for our colonies, However, the best Liberal we have ever had now 
fills a Ministerial seat, and let us hope he will do all that is possible to 
promote the welfare of our Indian possessions. As Liberalism has proved 
to be for Java only a bare word, let him introduce purcly Radical prin- 
ciples, and perhups Mr. van Rees, “ King Otto,” will give him assistance 
in the good work. Our home politics are as dullas ever. The only news 
is old news of discussions upon the forthcoming meeting of the leaders 
of the Internationale. Some of them, Felix Pyat, Gencral Cluseret, 
and others, have arrived in the Hague, which hes caused already a etorm 
of indignation in those papers which advocate the idea that the natural 
result of this meeting must be our destruction. We read every day 
such nonsense, even in the leading papers of the Conservative party, aud 
I fear that we shall get nothing more interesting until the new Parlia- 

mentary Session is opened next month. 
In com: ly here where we are in the midst of the annual 
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fair—most complete dulness prevails. A quiet tone also pervades the 
Stock Exchange markets, securities generally showing a decline. The 
amount of business in progress is very small, and whenever an oppor- 
tunity presents itself speculators realise and thus the market is rendered 
weak. The evenement of the week is the success of the subscription of 
the Amsterdam Bank, which even overshades that of the French loan. 
According to the prospectus (which was issued here by the Rutterdam 
Bank) 30,000 shares were placed at the disposal of the public. No less 
than 50,379 persons applied for them, and they subscribed for 4,768,647 
shares, notwithstanding that the price of issuc was 1104 per cent. The 
present quotation is 114 per cent, This enormous success ix to many 
persons a mystery; for my own part I think it safer to buy shares of 
established banks than to pay 10 per cent. premium for those which have 
yet to establish them-elves, But perhaps I am wrong. 

By the steamer Conrad there arrived here ten Chinese, who are to 
be sent by the Dutch Trading Company to Surinam, to be employed on 
the sugar plantations there. I hear that eleven others are to arrive by 
the steamer Prins van Oranje. With regard to the first named steamer 
I have to mention that Mr. Oort, its late commander, has been replaced 
by Mr. J. F. Graadt van Roggen, Mr. Oart being appointed general 
agent of the Company “ Nederland” at Nieuwe Diep, 

IT regret to record the death of the pensioned Rear-Admiral J. E. de 
Man, who commanded the last expedition to Japan, 

Belgian papers assert that the Sugar conference, which was held in 
London, has had no success, the several represcntatives having re-crossed 
the Channel! without any result being obtained. 

The weather has been uuinterruptedly splendid, and the harvest, which 
is rapidly progressing, will be most abundant. 

PRODUCE MARKETS.

An announcement was made on Thursday of the stoppage of 
Messrs. Gledstanes and Co., in the India and China trade, of 
Austinfriars, and was received with much regret, the high posi- 
tion and integrity of the firm having commanded general respect. 
The house has been established upwards of fifty years, Continuous 
losses, however, have since been made, both on the transmission 
of Manchester goods to India and China, and the exportation of 
Eastern produce to this country. The liabilities will, it is 
thought, represent about £1,500,000; but as a large portion of 
this amount is in acceptances by other firms, the total will 
be very considerably reduced. A sthe remitted bills of the firm 
from various correspondents are all held. by the principal banks 
and discount establishments, there will be no difficulty in their 
being promptly met. All the advances on produce, we are in- 
formed, have been in cash. As yet no idea can be formed of the 
assets, but a meeting of the creditors will, we understand, be 
held this week, when a statement of the position of affairs may 
be expected. It is rumoured that this suspension will involve 
the failure of other firms connected with the Far East. The 
majority of the Manchester and Liverpool houses are in for con- 
siderable sums, but it is believed these creditors are secured, 
This is not 80, however, with the India and China Banks, the 
majority of which will, it is expected, be heavy sufferers. The

Tenders for £650,000 in bills on India were received on the 21st 
inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were—to 
Calcutta, £640,700; to Bombay, £1,000; and Madras, £8,300. 
The minimum was fixed, as before, at 1s. 103d. Tenders on 
Calcutta and Madras at 1s. 103d. will receive about 50 per 
cent., and on Bombay at that price in full. These results show 
no material alteration. 

Bar Silver has become slightly firmer, and the rate may now be 
quoted as from 60d. to 60Ad. per oz. standard. There are now 
scarcely any Mexican dollars held here, and the market may be 
considered quiet, without any variation in price, old coinage 624d., 
new 60d. per oz. 

The ‘amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company's steamer 
Candia, which left Southampton on the 22nd inst., was, in gold

TEA, 

Messrs. Shepard, Harrison, and Co.’s Circular is as follows :— 

The market has been firm, importers giving support as regards 
black-leaf tea, but red-leaf (except Sayune at le. 14d. to le. 8d. per 
Ib.) has been difficult of sale, and it would seem thecrop, generally, 
is not appreciated. The new season’s Ping Sucys have been on offer 
during the past week, the quality, judging from the 5,000 packages to hand, 
the bulk of which gold on the 19th inst. at auction without reserve, is 
not equal to last season’s, the teas being too much coloured. The con- 
tinental demand has been chiefly for extra fine black-leaf, with few 
transactions, and business for New York and Canada has been confined 
to a few parcels of fine green. Deliveries for the week have amounted 
to 2,982,770 lba., against 3,470,537 Ibs. last year.
